The seriously Injured at Mossvllle 
are J. F. Robinson, manager of the 
Mossvllle Mercantile company; Wil- 
liam Campbell, his wife, and Minnie 
Campbell. 

Near Service one child of Isaac Hol- 
loway la reported dead and also a 
negro." No repofts of fatalities have 
come in from Soso. 

The tornado was accompanied by a 
torrent ot rain, which caused a sud- 
den rise In tnc creeks and washed 
away several bridges. Boads have 
become Impassable in the storm region. 
Telegraph and telephone wires are 
not working tonight. 



Deaths' in rTexas' Town. 

Tyler, Tex., .Feb. 14.-TrTyler was 
swept by the most disastrous tornado 
In Its history before daylight today. 
Coming from tho southwest, the storm 
swept over the main residential quar- 
ter of the city leaving a trail of death 
and devastation. 

Tho known dead in Tyler are C. A. 
Francis, agent of tho Dallas ISfows, his 
vvlfo and baby and an aged negro, 
Moso Lee. Francis' body was found 
400 yards from his wrecked homo. The 
body of his child was found In the 
street. Mrs. Francis ,;;Was > ' In the 
wreckage of the building. \ Six seri- 
ously injured persons are reported. 

The death list in Tyler may reach a 
dozen, an the injured will probably 
aggregate two score. Twelve build- 
ings were wrecked. In the confusion 
it is difficult to compile an accurate 
list of the casualties. The wires are 
down in all directions, but reports 
from farmers are that farm houses all 
around Tyler wore blown down. 

It is impossible to ascertain the loss 
of life in tho rural regions, but it is 
known that the tornado ."wopt every- 
thing clear for a distance of five 
miles. Three miles from town the 
wind demolished the home of Irwin 
Franklin, severely injuring Franklin 
and his wife and their four children. 

The tornado tore a path through 
Tyler 100 feet wide. Buildings, tele 
phone and electric light poles were 
laid flat in the storm's path, while 
great damage was done in other parts 
of the city.

K. Macdonaid, 
general manager o'. lie Confederation 
Life Insurance com^aiy, continued his 
criticism of tho govoiiniont insurance 
bill before the Commns banking and 
commerce committee this morning. 
Mr. Macdonaid suggos,>d that the lim- 
itation of Investmentahicluded In the 
bill should bo amend* by abolishing 
the stipulation that bnds to qualify 
for insurance should biin existence for 
live years, that tho rriod for which 
debentures and prcCeied stock must 
pay interest to quallr as Insurance 
Investment should be changed from 
seven to three years, ad that tho per- 
iod for which comma stock must 
have been paying Intfcst to qualify 
as an investment be cinged from ten 
to five years. 

Mr. Macdonaid suggitod the widen- 
ing of tho geographltl field for in- 
vestments. Section slay of tho bill Is 
a provision to forbid companies em- 
ploying insurance func to underwrite 
the purch.ase or sale E securities on 
pro.perty of any kind. Mr. Macdonaid 
thought this should btamended so as 
not to prevent differentnsu ranee com- 
panies joining hands 3 take up an 
Issue of city bonds or dbentures.

BRAVELY MET DEATH 
PERFORMING DUTY 



Tragic Deatl^ of "Big Hearted 
Charlie," New York's De- 
puty Fire Chief 



New York, 5''eb. 14. — "Big Hearted 
Charlie," best beloved of New York's 
fire fighters, today met the death ho 
had defied for 36 years. From the day 
in 1872 when, a lad of twenty years, 
ho entered the department. Deputy 
Fire Chief Chas. W. Krugcr had never 
known physical fear. To his mates 
ho seemed to bear a charmed life 
Something of this feeling may have 
possessed the deputy, for when 
uniform was removed from the lifeless 
body today a newspaper clipping fiut 
tered from a pocket that had covered 
his heart. The clipping told of 
seemingly miraculous escape from 
death in early boyhood. The . story 
bore the headline, "This boy was not 
born to be killed," 

It was ij common remark that he 
never "sent," but always "led," and 
when his cheery call,'''!'cp'me on boys','' 
rang out for the last time, a dozen men 
were at his heels. 

The situation was desperate. The 
buildings at 215 and 217 Canal street 
wei'e in flames, and the whole block 
was threatened. Chief Croker had re 
fused to order his men into the build- 
ings, but had consented to Kruger's 
venture. "Chief, there Is no hope of 
getting into the basement of 217," the 
grizzled deputy had said; "our only 
chance is to go down into tho cellar of 
15 and cut a hole through the sep- 
arating walls. Come on boys!" 

Into tlie cellar. Tilled with water, 
jmolte and qverwhelmlng fumes from 
melted gasplpes, tho men threw them- 
selves. Groping in advance, Kruger 
stumbled through a trapdoor, and pre- 
sently was floundering helplessly In 
six feet of water. Unable to see, the 
other men heard a splash, ^.nd then a 
cr.v, "save me, Andy." 

Andy liad driven his chief to his first 
fire, and .shadowed him Into every 
danger. Ten minutes later the uncon- 
scious form of "Big Hearted Charlie" 
was stretched on the pavement, and 
Chief Croker on his knees beside it, 
begged the department surgeons "for 
God's sake do something." 

Resort was had to ' every expedient, 
but before his last lire had burned it- 
self out, tho so'ot-grlmed 'fightei:' was 
dead.

DRUNKEN MAN'S FROLIC 
ENDS IN HIS DEATH 

Nearly., Ends ,.Dizzy Ciimb on 
Telephone 'Wire Only to 
. Fall to Death 



His drunken frolic almost linislied, 
and with the two score lookers-on, 
who 'for nearly an hour had watched 
him swinging on tho telephone wires 
nearly a hundred feet above Goverii- 
inent street, iioaviiig sighs of relict 
tliat ho was almost safe on tho ground 
again, an unknown man, said to be 
one of eight yesterday paid off from 
the steamer Hil.ston, fell to his death 
a distance of twenty-live feet on the 
stoiiu sidewalk in front of Frank Le- 
roy's cigar store at an early hour this 
morning. 

Crushed and bleeding from tlie 
wounds received in the force of the 
Impact, the man, a minute , before 
daring the onlookers to come up and 
take liim from tho wires, lay uncon- 
scious on tlie wet street. Within an 
hour he exiiired at St. Joseph's hos- 
pital wltiiout having gained conscious- 
ness. 

It was shortly after midnight that 
tho sailor was lirst seen walking along 
tho lower wires strelclied between the 
telephone poles in front of tlie New 
England liotol. lie liad been drinking 
freely, but he managed to keep his 
footing. Yelling out a drunken song 
at the pitch of his lungs, he treated 
the suggestions of the passers-by that 
he should descend with derision, and, 
to more fully show hi? daring and hla 
contempt for the rapidly todreasing 
crowd beneath him, he. , worked his 
way back to the telephone pole di- 
rectly in front pf the. Government- 
street entrance to the Palace aaloon, 
and started on his upwafd climb. j 

Detective Sergeant Palmer, who 
happened to be passing,, telephoned for 
tlie patrol wagon, and tho iBre. brigade 
was requisitioned for a life-saving 
net. Continuing his shouts as he 
mounted higher and higher, the 
drunken sailor reached the mass of 
telephone wires near the top of the 
pole, wormed his way through them 
and finally stood, witli a triumphant 
yell, on the very toi> crossbar, tho top 
of the pole clasped between his arms. 

Up to this time tiie crowd on tiie 
street below liad treated the matter 
more or less as .a joke, and. as hacks, 
automobiles and pedestrians passed on 
their way along tlie street, all stopped 
to see wliat would happen next. It 
was only when tho drink-crazed man 
left tho pole and started to work his 
way south along tin; very top strands 
of wire that tho watchers below ap- 
peareu to appreciate the seriousness 
of the escapade. A roar went up to 
the bravado to come down. Threats 
w^re used and oven promises made 
that if he would come down the drinks 
would be his. But the voices of these 
beneath him only appeared to urge 
the man to furtiier efl'orts to show his 
.skill in climbing. The police, assisted 
by a number of onlookers, held the 
life-net spread as nearly as possible 
directly beneath, and.linally, as a last 
resource, the street \vas cleared of 
everyone, the Idea being that if he saw 
hla performance was no longer at- 
tracting attention, he might decide to 
come down the pole. The ruse appar- 
ently succeeded, for, still singing out 
his drunken song, the sailor turned, 
after great difilculty, and startled back 
towards the pole, a distance of about 
twelve feet. 

It was not so easy to return, how- 
ever, as the telephone wires sloped 
.gjvay from the polo and were dripping 
with moisture, and It appeared diffi- 
cult for the man to secure a . hold. 
Finally, however, he succeeded in 
reaching the telephone pole, and made 
110 delay in commencing his descent. 
Down through the wires . he worked 
his way In a manner remarkable for 
one as drunk ad he appeared, -to be. 
Beneath, some two scoria men breath- 
ed easier, and they saw the man leave 
the lowest of the top crossbars and 
descend to one a dozen feet lower. 
This he passed' 'safely, the- police in 
the meantime having ordered every 
one back, so that the man Should not 
have another excuse of showing his 
hardihood. Tho net was taken away, 
as the climber had 'stated. In " Highly 
emphatic language that as Ibng as - it 
was there he would refuse to descend. 
Another half dozen feet down the pole 
lie came, until his feet'-rcsted on' a 
guy wire. 

Many of those who liad followed 
him in his insane frolic thus far turn- 
ed to continue their way liome. Not 
one but considered that the night's 
episode wa.i over and that in another 
minute the principal in this nerve- 
thrilling incident would land on terra 
lirnia and safely in t'.io hands of the 
police. Slovi-ly lie worked his way 
around tho post in order, apparently, 
to descend on tlio opposite side. I<\)r 
a brief instance lie stood on the guy 
wire. Just liow lie niunagod to loose 
hi.-; footliold, jiroliably none wiio sciw it 
know. The wire was wet and slipiicry 
as was the post to wlilch he clung. 
Suddenly he swung out and chitciied 
wildly iit the air as he fell a distance 
of twenty-five feet full upon the 
granolithic sidewalk, crashing down 
uijon tlie left side of his face and 
shoulder. With a groan the crowd 
ru.^hed forward and gathered around 
the in'ostrate form, but w-ere puslied 
back by the police. The body had 
turned over after striking the sidewalk 
and the liglits I'rom tlie nearby win- 
dow siione down on a face covered 
with blood which flowed from the 
nose, ears and mouth, the wholo_ pre- 
senting a ghastly sight. 

Dr. George Hall, who had be^n a 
spectator of the latter part of the 
Incident, was immediately on the'spot 
anil after making 'n cursory examina- 
tion was soon after joined by Dr. Her- 
mann Robertsoii TJiey had the un- 
conscious man ^tiiken to St;l Joseph's 
hospital, where aTjout 2 o'clock he died, 
not having regained consclbusness.

Kvery in- 
stant the fatal plunge was expected, 
and while some of the crowd profess- 
ed to HOC nothing in tlie occurrence 
hut a good'loke, there was not one hut 
heaved a sigh of relief as the climber 
succeeded in reaching the pole and 
commenced his downward course. 'I'hls. 
however, was changed as the man 
swung to his deatli on the sidewalk.

After Nature Fakirs. 

Not once in all my observations 
have I seen any bird or beast dis- 
play any knowledge of the healing 
art, unless it were the act of licking 
a sore place by the dog, a domestic 
animal. Tho broken legs of the mink 
and the muslcrat, after tliev have been I 
trapped are ruthlessly bitten or twist- 
ed off by those animals. The broken 
Wings of the ducks — poor crippled 
birds, how many I have seen dragging 
out a miserable existence in far hidden 
places, waiting unknowingly for tho 
"freeze-up" that would drive them 
forth to the open places and sjieedy 
death by man or bird or beast — do not 
mend, although I have seen them 
dab them softly with the bill. A bro- 
ken leg of a. short bird never knits, as 
tho wounded creature continually ir- 
rltati's it by dragging itself through 
the tliick cover. The wdid duck 
displays a certain amount of 
euro in dispelling any water 
that ha.s .soaked through the plum- 
age and down, and carefully oUa 
the place, dabbing the bill on the oil 
teat and wiping it back and forth over 
tlie wetted place. Cruelty seems to 
bo one of tho charaoteristtcs of tho 
wild fowl, as they usually drive away 
from them any member of tho flock 
that has an Injured leg or a broken 
wing. 

Tho main characteristics of all t,io 
varieties of the species I have watched 
are greed and solfislinoss, especl'iUy 
among tliR males. AVlth the exception 
of tho Great Northern diver, who takes 
upon himself tho care of the lately 
hatched young, all the males , of the 
ducks, tho rail, the sandplp.er, the 
plover, leave to the female all or pear- 
ly all tho nest building, her own food 
-tettthorlng, and the care and protection 
of the growing flock. The male/inuakr 



rats gather togotiier near the banka- 
and feast while the females build the 
spring jjipuges in tiie marsh, the male 
great; blue -herons feed in the drowned 
lands while the nesting female goes 
nungry or hurries away for a hastily 
taken mouthful. I have known a 
dusky mallard to half starve above the 
eggs which she has stripped- her breast 
of its rich down to': warm, ";wh tie her 
ereedv male reveled among the 'snails 
and spatter dock of the- mar.sh03. In 
a very short timo the waders will for- 
get that they have boen robbed of - 
then- eggs. I have watched a spotted 
sandpiper running along the sands,, 
culling out angrily at our photogfaphy 
of the nests, but she was never so ang-' 
ly or excited that she failed to see the 
fat insects beneath har-patteWn^? feet, 
and ner shrill note -was punctuated 
here and there as she swallowed , tho 
needed morsel. — Bonnycaatle Dale - In 
Lippencott's. . , ,' .

University IVleasure Is Consid- 
ered' in Committee of the 
Legislature 



JOHN OLIVER'S REQUEST 



Asks That E.vidence in Foui 
Year Old hiyestlgation Be 
Printed 



The session ot tho legislature yes- 
terday was largely occupied wU.li tho 
consideration in coinnuttee of the uni- 
ver.sitv bill. Various amendinonts were 
proposed by the member for Yale (ivir. 
Henderson) and the leader of the op- 
position, but while in one case tlio 
minister of education, Hon. Dr. Young, 
•saw fit to modify the original clause, 
there wore but few changes adopted. 

The bill will be reported to the house 
the first of the week and will receive 
its third reading. It is probable that 
the Civil Service act will bo the next 
bill of Importance to be dealt with by 
tho house. 

John Oliver (Delta) brought forward 
a iTiotlon asking that the evidence ard 
exhibits submitted to a select commit- 
tee appointed to inquire into the work- 
ings of the British Columbia Immigra- 
tion act during tho session of 1904 be 
printed forthwith, and that printed 
copies of said evidence be returned to 
the house at the earliest possible date. 

Reference has been made several 
times this session by tho member for 
Delta to tho evidence which was ad- 
duced before that committee. The lat- 
ter was granted at his solicitation. The 
majority of those acting upon it were 
Liberals and the committee's report 
unanimously and completely exonerat- 
ed the officials against whom the 
charges were made. Mr. Oliver appar- 
ently disagrees with his confreres of 
that period, several of whom are still in 
the house. So, after four year.s, he 
makes his present request. 

Premier McBride expressed himself 
as having no objection to the proposal, 
but ho pointed out the expense to 
which the province would be sutject- 
ed, to .absolutely no purpose, irpon 
the vote which was taken, tiie house 
supported tlie latter point of view. 
Though the premier supported the mo- 
tion, tlio latter was' negatived, a Aum- 
ber of Liberals voting agalri?t Mr. Oli- 
ver's motion.. 

Several petitions were received. One 
from" the British Columbia Klectric 
Itallvvay company was presented by 
Price Ellison (Okanagan) It protests 
against tho aweoping powers sought by 
the City of Victoria in the private bill 
to amend the.W^i^e? "Works ^act, 

A petltionijfront'. the,(munloipallty-.6t 
Oak 'Bay was "also vreoel've'd, ,'prdt6St- 
ing against a' riufnb'op' of' the' provisions 
of the bin. Both petitions, ask' to have 
their solicitors heard'- before the com- 
mittee. ' . '' >^• 

The chief point of Interest which de- 
veloped In the consideration of the 
University bill In 'committee was the 
wording of the clause which authorizes 
theological colleges in affiliation with 
the university to grant degrees of B. 
D.' and D. D. only to such persons as 
should bold a degree in arts from the 
University of British Columbia or some 
other recognized Institution' of like 
nature. 

Dr. Young expie.':Ked Ills willingness 
to modify the clause to whicli excep- 
tion was taken by Dr. White, principal 
of Columbian college, Now Westmins- 
ter. The clause as amended provides 
that the theological colleges shall have 
the power to grant tlie degree of B. D. 
to such candidates as are graduates in 
some faculty of the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia or otlier institution. Hon. 
Dr. Young maintained that tlio clause 
should be adopted in that it would tend 
to raise the standard of education in 
affiliated theological institutions. 

This drew from the member for 
Yale the somewhat startling statement 
that it was strange that such should bo 
Insisted upon in the case of theological 
colleges when it was not in that of a 
much more Important faculty, the 
medical. 

A considerable amount of routine 
business was transacted. ;\lr. Haw- 
thornthwaitc's bill to regulate employ- 
ment in dangerou.s industries was in- 
troduced and read a first time. The 
bill is a very sweeping measure and 
forbids the employment of any one 
unable to pass an educational test in 
tlie priiicivde industries, of the prqvlnee. 

.lohii Mclnnis (Grand Porks) intro- 
duced a bill providing for a universal 
eight-hour day. 

The premier's l^ill to amend the Con- 
stitutional act and tlic bills providing 
for tho Koparation of the lands and 
works department into Individual de- 
partments under separate ministers, 
were committed. 

The member for Delta, to enliven the 
proceedings, which otherwise wore 
rather dull, produced a jumping jack 
of quaint design. This ho manipulated 
to tho great joy of hon. members on 
both sides of the houne during lulls in 
tho business. 

Tho speaker took the chair at 2:30 
o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. George Kinney. 
Bill is Withdrawn 

Parker Williams (Newcastle) asked 
for permission to withdraw his bill 
further to amend the Deceived AVork- 
inginen's act, and tlii.s was given. 
Wants Evidence Printed 

John Oliver (Delta) moved that the 
evidence and exhibits submitted to a 
select committee appointed to Inquire 
into tho workings of the British Co- 
lumbia Immigration , act during the 
session of 1904; b6' printed fortluvitli 
and that printed; copies of said evi- 
dence bo returned to this house at 
the '.earliest possible date. 

■Hon;;' Mr. McBrlde: While there Is 
no objection to the motion of my 
hon... friend on this side of the house, 
does tit not occur to him,. ,slTj';;that 
unless some 'good .and ,,8u1?6*.aKitlar 
reason ' can , be assigned the .expendi- 
ture d£ tho 'amount' of money that tho 
printing 'Of 'thia ovfdenco .will' require 
can 80arcely..ibe justHled!-- and so far, 
1 n in /o£' opinion, that my htTn. friend 
has, only advanced rather poor rea- 
sons ''}H'' support of his motion. Ho 
merely .says that lor tiio information 
of tho olootor.s, ho believes that it 
would bo a good' and.'Wl.^o thing to 
iirlnt this ovldenoe.'.i.I say again thtit 
1 do not Intend . to -oppose the hon. 
Bcntloman's motion, but it: does strllfO^ 
mo that since nothins can ba achieved 



by the publication ,of „ this evidence 
wniob must " moreover "entail": consld- 
piablo e.vpense, perhaps the ^ hon.

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: M.r. .Speaker, 
for t.ie information of my.^hon, friend 
I might explain that my colleague, the 
attorney-general, has- been- for a short 
time engaged in the- supreme ,"cQurt as 
counacl in a" very Importaiit cage,;and 
perhaps one of the -most Important 
that the courts,., of rouc country . have 
ever been called upon-itoatry, and ,hls 
professional duty demanded that he 
should be present. But, it was not un- 
til I was. perfectly satisfied and ready 
in the oltoumstances to take the re- 
.?ponsiblllty'. ^or his absence from the 
leglsla'turb that it finally concluded 
that he could proceed with his w-ork 
there. I am very glad to say that the 
legislation, since last "Wednesday, has 
been very carefully scrutinized by 
other members of the government, and 
to add that so far no los.s has been oc- 
casioned or any injury been .unstained 
in respect to any of tlie legislation 
wliich has been under consideration in 
the absence of the attorney-general, I 
further hope that the case will be 
closed, and that he will be back in his 
place on Monday next. (.-Vpplause.) 

Mr. Oliver said, that on the day 
previous tho house had been deprived 
of the altorr.py-general's counsel on 
a moat imiiorlant matter. . , 

Hon, Mr. McBrido— "I am very glad 
Indeed, to find that the advice and 
counsel of my colleague, the attorney- 
general, is so highly valued by my 
hon. friend; and I can as;-ure him that 
if he will call at the atlorney-geiier- 
al's ollice he will find my colleague 
very ready to receive lilm and very 
vvliiing to give advii;c regarding tlio 
point of order which was raised yes- 
terda.y, I might add, that there was 
nothing of a serious legal nature 'in 
the "A'ay of business before the com- 
mittee yesterday. \ ' 

Mr. Oliver — ",Tbo matter In question, 
particularly affected , the industries 
of tho country, ;and the scope of tho 
bill, the Factories' act, sub-section A, 
of Sec 2. 

Mr. McPhllllps, K.C.>— "Does the hon. 
gentleman contend that this legislat- 
ure is, or must be controlled by the 
view taken by any hon. member, in 
regard to any legislation which la 
under the consideration of this house." 
I quite agree, that any .opinion which 
is expressed upon any legal question 
by the hon. the ■ attorney»general, is 
in itself very 'Valuable,, but I do not 
sea anything whatever In tho posi- 
tions taken by the hon. gentleman. 
The matter was then allowed to drop.' 
University Bill 
Tho house again resumed considera- 
tion of the University bill In com- 
mittee. , 

On section Dl, providing for tlie coni- 
Iiosition of tlio senate. Stuart Hender- 
son (Yale) objected to the minister of 
education being inado a monilier of 
senate, as was declared in subsec- 
tion A. , -■■ ■ , ■ •'- ■ , : 

Hon. Dr Young.-=-I do' not agree with- 
my lion, friend. 

Mr. Henderson moved to .strike out 
this porton of the aubsecton, and re- 
ferred to Ontario exporlence. While this 
was the case in that province, it had 
become a political oflice, and had led 
to many evils. It had in consequonco 
been found necessary to appoint a com- 
niisaion in order to provide a reined.y 
for tho condition of affairs whioh had 
grown up during tho previous 40 years, 
Hon. Dr. Young observed that if tho 
hon. mcniber fm' Ya.le bad really 
studied this bill he would probably not 
have become i-ia tislicd that tlie principal 
lKii'tl(jn of the act had been adopted 
from the Saskatchewan university act 
It was true that in matters of routine 
the Saskatchewan act had been used, 
but -after, all Uiat act was very largely, 
tt" bijpy of 'thi .TOrbnto- universlti; , bill,' 



which was In :;great';n:\ea((uro:im,«delled 
on the work i of : ther'.'commlssion. He 
had not foUowed Mt'i'strltjtly'-l-'nrespect 
to the membership of .the senate; and 
for this reason, in! Oiitario; they, had 
detinitely separated - themselves from 
political Influences, .because In part, 
such Influences had in the past been 
tound to bo detrimental "Ini' that pro- 
vince, but in great ' measuire,'' simply 
because they wek-e ^eiiga^eftwin the 
work of federating a number. 'of uni- 
versities, Anglican and Methodist, with 
one or two otliors, into one great pro- 
vincial university with tho result that 
BU-oh a;senate,as hal been outlined had 
been brought' Into existence; in which 
prominence was given to the acadeini- 
cal side and on which all tli'^^iSfbtKer;' 
colleges were given a certairi'rop'i'e'- 
sontatlon. And it had become as a 
matter of fact, a very unwieldly body. 
But in a Jttatc university tho govern- 
Inc; board must of necessity be placed 
under control of the government The 
dutie.^ of tiiQ senate were cai'efully de- 
Iliied in this bill, but the control of the 
university's financial affairs was placed 
In the hands of the board of governor.s. 
In all other respects, however, the 
duties of tho member.') of tho senate 
wore clearly set out and confined to the 
academical side of university lite. The 
hon. member spoke about political In- 
lluenccs, but Iiow could the minister of 
education, who became practically a 
m<?mbcr of tho senate exipfflWp, /.exer- 
cise liny dominant control tinder the 
provisions of the bill. 

Tho -.■jonate was composed, besides 
tho minister, of the chancellor, the 
president, the deans and professors, 
the superintendent of education, tlie 
normal -school ' principals, one repre- 
sentative of tlie higli school principals 
and a.i-.sistants, etc., as well as of llf- 
teen members of convocation, who 
were to bo elected from among the 
membership of that body. 

Swamp the -Fifteen. 

Mr. Henderson: You Will swamp 
the tlftecn. 

Hon. Dr. Y''oung: I intend to swamp 
the fifteen, who should not have the 
controlling' vpte. in the Saskatchewan 
act the contrdlling body is entirely 
appointed by the government. I re- 
gret that I cannot accept the amend- 
ment, j 

Jlr. Henderson: Hxactiy the same 
error was formerly committed in the 
case of the Toronto university, when 
one-lialf of the members of the senate 
wore appointed by the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, and that policy almost led to 
the destruction of the university. 

Hon. Dr. Young asked the hon. 
member to look up the functions of 
tlie university. Previous to the re- 
organization which had been brought 
about b.v the work of the commission 
mentioned, and the effort to accomp- 
lish a federation of all these universi- 
ties at Toronto, the 'senate was jirac- 
tically in contrgl of everytliing, the 
very thing wliich he^was seeking to 
avoid. And consequently it would be 
found that in section 53 and its SUbr 
sections tho functions of the senate 
wore very clearly dctined, in order 
that on this head no misconception 
could •possibly arise. Under this bill 
the senate could not In any way what- 
ever interfere with tho financial man- 
agement of the uni\-crsity. 

A division being taken, the ainend- 
rnont was defeated. 

Question of . Degrees . 

On clause 91, respecting affiliate^ 
theological colleges, Mr. Macdonald, 
leader of the opposition, raised objec- 
tion to the severity of the limitation, 
lliat in such cases all candidates for 
the degree of baclielor of divinity and 
doctor of divinity must be graduates 
In arts, either of this university or of 
.some other university recognized by 
this university. Ho. remarked that as 
far as the degree of D. D. was con- 
cerned it was frequently conferred, not 
on account of eminence in the field of 
scholarship, but for distinguislied ser- 
vices rendered in connection with 
some particular department of church 
work, or in the work of the ministry, 
and it was quite po.'sible that at least 
some of the candidates for that dis- 
tinction might bocomo disqualified 
under this iiroviso. And this, he felt, 
was a matter in wliich such affiliated 
colleges should bo given the same free 
hand which other colleges in similar 
circumstances elsewhere very gener- 
ally enjoyed, and which was in par- 
ticular enjoyed by other colleges in 
this situation in the other provinces. 

Dr. Wliite, the head, of the Colum- 
bian university at New Westminster, 
was not in accord with these provi- 
sions. 

Clause 91 reads as follows: Every 
incorporated theological college hero- 
after affiliated with the iinivtrsity 
may, notwithstanding such atfiliation, 
have power to confer the degrees of 
bachelor of divinity and doctor of di- 
vinity, provided that such candidates 
for such degrees must be graduates In 
arts of the University of Briti.sh Co- 
lumbia or of some other university 
recognized for that purpose by the 
university. 

Custom Elsewhere 

Hon. Dr. Young .said tliat this v.'as 
tho only objection, tli.-it within his 
knowledge, liad been taken to this 
clause. As regarded the conferring of 
degree,^, which were purely honoris 
causa or honorary degrees, he had no 
objection to make due provision for 
tlioir conferment, but nevertheless 
lie was .strongly of opinion that they 
were acinig v.'ith propriety when they 
Inaisterf upon those who in these otlier 
circumstances snould seek to obtain 
tho degree of D. D., being graduates 
in some, one laculty of the university 
arid either in arts or In science. In- 
deed it now very often happened that 
those who were -taking the theological 
course aualifled themselves as medi- 
cal men or took the degree of B. A. 
He had no .objection whatever to make 
graduates either in arts or In science 
eligible, and he submitted that tlie 
general constructron of thi.s clause 
was simply' in, line .with the policy 
which in this relation was followed 
In connection with all tho loading uni- 
versities of tho day. He thouglit tlicy 
would on inquiry find that very few 
theological universities in tho cast and 
many of them were nl'riliated with 
oltlier Toronto or with MctJill follow- 
ed any other course, .and in these in- 
Stancea they would learn that every 
facility and every encouragement 
were given to the taking of the arts 
course previous to taking the theo- 
logical course. The same observation 
applied in the same way to the prac- 
tlcb Which was followed in connection 
with the department of medicine. Ho 
could not see anything in tlie objection 
which liad been made to this clause 
by Dr. .White, and if this university 
came to tiie front and thoologlcai col- 
leges became affiliated with it, ho did 
not think that it was at all luireason- 
ablo to a.sk and to expect that one 
year or at the most two years should 
iie added to tho students' college life 
In order that the two cour.scs might 
bo completed at llio same time. 

lie had no objcclioii lo striking out 
tile vvfU'ds, "ami doctor of (llvlnllj>'," 
anlf fttrthor providing, that instead of- 
linereix being graduates in arts, theso 



candidates must; be! graduates of .-some, 
one' faculty in the university. 

Must Be Up To Standard 

Mr. McPhillips observed that ixi the 
Manitoba act the qualification, with the 
sanction of the governing body, to 
which the candidate belonged, was us- 
ed; as if tile authorities In control of 
a theological collogo might take it into 
their heads to confer degrees not in 
conformity with the rules of the church 
to which it belonged. 

Hon. Dr. Young replied that they did 
not for one moment pretend to regu- 
late the granting of degrees in affili- 
ated theological colleges, save in this 
one particular; that tho candidates 
mentioned must bo graduates of some 
one of the university's faculties. The 
university would be ab.solutely non- 
sectarian, but, and not ' unreasonably, 
he insisted upon these candidates com- 
ing up to tho university's standard m 
conferring their own degrees. But 
nevertheless. If the:-;c colleges wished 
to confer distinction upon some of their 
own students, or to provide for any 
other course tlian that which wast 
usually required to secure tlie degree 
of D.D., they would bo perfectly free 
to do so. A.s a mtitter of fact, the 
majority of the students, who attend- 
ed theological colleges, merely desired 
to obtain the degree of reverend and 
a license to preach. Tho other fiihc;- 
tlons of such affiliated colleges ,^ere 
In no maiinor restricted under tho.-ipro- 
!\'isl6ns of this bill. 

Uv,, M.cl^h.illips. — In. reality the uni- 
vei-sity does ;nof '"^ -the degree at 
all. ■■ V, 

Hon. Dr. Young — No; the college 
Itself does that. 

Mr. Macdonald remarked that' wb^n 
the power of conferring, degrees was 
conferred upon colleges, it must be as- 
sumed that they would -exercise, this 
power properly, In view of what had 
been said, he thotight that the! whole 
clause should be struck but. 

Hon. Dr; Young said that he was not 
criticizing the Columbian ..college; but 
If the time ever came when that col- 
lege might desire to affiliate with tho 
university of British Columbia, they 
liad, in his opinon, a perfect right to 
dictate some standard, which should in 
these cases apply to > the. candidates! for 
tliese degrees. - ' ■ ' ' " V ' 

Mr. Mlaodonald: I do not see why 
the i-Unrversity .r of British Columbia 
shoiildrbe -'tesponsible for this degree 
It is .the degree of a theological col- 
lege, not of a -university. 

Hon; Dr. Young: But did you not 
say. that" 'this was a step-in. the- right 
direction, the establishment of a high 
er standard? "■': ^ui' 

Mr. Macdonald: No, 

Honl Dr. Young;' "Well, It certainly 
seem.'s to me to be' , a move In the 
right direction, and we find the very 
.■;amo tendency shown In the general 
policy which is pursued in all the 
principal universities of , the day. It 
strengthens the faculty, and further 
:lncreases the .value . of : the degrees 
swhioh they confer to make the con- 
Jfermant of the degree subject to tho 
provision that these candidates mu^t 
take the course in arts or in science. 

Mr. Macdonald: I quite agree wltn 
that opinion, and consider that the 
very object of affiliation is to elevate, 
as far as thfs can possibly be done 
the standard of learning. , These col- 
leges will ainiiate because'' of the su- 
perior training that their students can 
in this manner secure, and for the 
very purpose^' of getting a -higher 
training, than Js pos,slble in their own, 
colleges. And should -theV be wholly 
denied or .shut out from this privi- 
lege simply because they stand by 
their right of conferring degrees which 
has been bestowed, upon them by their 
charter? And the object which my 
hon. friend has in view in inserting 
this particular clause in this bill is to 
prevent this, for he i.s raising a bar- 
rier which will or may prevent stu- 
dents from taking tho means of train- 
ing and acquiring a higher -state of 
lierfection than is possible in their own 
institutions. 

More Harm Can Be Done. 

Mr. Henderson: More ill can be done 
by a doctor, for Instance, than can be 
done by a minister, by reasons of lack 
of education. (Much laughter.) And 
stronger conditions should not be im- 
posed upon candidates for degrees, 
from tlieologlcal colleges than is im- 
posed in otlier cases. 

Hon. Dl". Yoiingr It is now quite 
the practice that the qualification for 
receiving degrees should be entirely 
within the hands of the university, 
with which theological colleges are 
affiliated. The provincial university 
would have no control whatever over 
these iiLititiitions, but if they wisii to 
enjoy the benefits of the university 
connection, I do not thinlv that it is 
going at all too far to require these 
candidates to take a' one-year or a 
two-years' course in arts or in science. 
(Plear, hear.) 

The only objection that has been 
raised to this clause comes from Dr. 
White. I have assurances from other 
dononiinations that they are quite in 
accord witli it. 

Mr. Macdonald — But there arc no 
other theological colleges In this pro- 
vince. 

lion. Dr. Young — But we will have 
them in a very short time. 

Mr. Macdonald — Tliis objection is 
only made in—and not against — -the 
interests of the provincial university. 

Hon. Dr. Young — 1 have no objection 
to this section standing over. Dr. 
Whito is always in oiiposition. He op- 
posed tlie previous bill; and the object 
of the present measure is exactly the 
same. The hon. gentleman does not 
expect that institution to monopolize 
the field. 

Says Not Fair 

Mr, Macdonald — -I do not tliinlc that 
this crlticisiii in regard to the Colum- 
bian college la fair. 1, like other mem- 
bers no doubt, have had a letter from 
Dr. White; who, I may say, takes a 
most liberal view of this measure. He 
says, indeed, tliat it is a most excellent 
measure; and tliis is the only fault 
that ho finds with it. I understand 
that this provision Is not found in any 
other tvct; and it will probitbly be a 
bar to alfiliation sliould this be de- 
sired sometime in the future with this 
university. I believe that the the pres- 
ent time, this college is afilliated with 
Toronto university, but eventually it 
will doubtless be anxious to give up 
that relationship and alliliatc with this 
university. And it does seem to nie 
tliat it is not wise in these circum- 
stances to place any obstacle in the 
way of tliis aflillatioii. ' 

Mr. McPlililips — I Itnow of one de- 
nomination in which the term of theo- 
logical training extends over a period 
of fifteen years, and novertholess the 
gradutites In divinity are not alway.s 
graduates in arts. 

The claiiso was allowed to stand over 
for further consideration, and after 
passing the remaining eiglit clauses, 
with the exception of m, the last 
clause, which prt'ivides tor the repeal 
of the university act of last year, the 
committee rose and reported progress.

EVERY-DAY HEROES. 

A Xew York despatch tells of the 
l^death of a deputy- ilre ohiel" who lost 
'f his life- "while ' leading his men In a 
•'desperate figlit against flames in Can- 
al street." His heroic- death will be 
widely recordid, and then be forgot- 
ten, ex(-ept uinrjiig tho flrcm<^H who 
knew him, and oven they will soon 
cease -to mention him, for their lives 
are so crowded with valiant deeds 
that they liavo Jittle time to recall 
those, of tho past. The public is very 
much given to criticizing the fire 
brigade, not only in Victoria, but 
everywhere else. Every time anything 
like a serious fire occurs there are 
people to ask why tho firemen did 
not do this, that or tho other thing; 
liut soklom do wo hear word.-! of nj)- 
proval of the brave deeds they do. 
When one of them falls a victim to 
duty we all speak of his valor, but if 
lio comes out of a hard place un- 
scathed he says nothing about it, ami 
neither do tho re.-it of us. As a niat- 
ter of fact, there, 1& 'rarely a serious 
fire In fighting which firemen do not 
!v:perform heroic acts, and this Is true 
even of a city in which tho buildings 
ni'e as small as in Victoria. In tlie 
lai-ger places things are done the bare 
recital of which makes the blood run 
cold. At a recent fire in New York 
two men— -and one of them not a fire- 
man but a frightened creature acting 



their ■ bodies across ar passage;? 'sijc 
stories from the ground. The feet' of 
the men were held by others inside 
the buildings, and they interlocked 
their arms. Across this living bridge 
the InmateSl^ of one of the buildings, 
whose escape by way of the sttieet, 
■was cut off, were able to reach safetj^. 
iThis is' a striking illustration of what 
'firemen do, but there arc other, things 
loss spectacular and even more lieroic 
occurring all tho tli-ne? The. world does 
not half appreciate its every-day

THE.NEW FISHERY CRUISER. 

The Times warns local firms who 
think they ought to liave considt-ra- 
tion in connedtion with the building of 
tlie 'new fishery cruiser tliat "it is 
necessary to avoid putting the situa- 
tion in a false light and alienating 
thereby those who miglit otlicrwise bo 
ready to lend every assistance to the 
•furthering Or the objects in view." 
The value pf this advice would be in- 
creased it the Times had told us what 
the possible "false light" is, and who 
the people are who may be alienated. 
With the ordinary facilities for know- 
ing what is going on, wo have not 
been. ahle,.to;dlsqoyfr,.an^^ effprt jpn,. the 
part of anj'hody to put tlie situation In 
any other light than the exceedingly 
reasonable one that all such contracts 
ought to be awarded to Canadia.ns, 
unless the ' cost would be so much 
greater than it otherwise would be that 
the acceptance of local tenders could 
not bo justified. Possibly the false 
light to which our contemporary re- 
fers is its own erroneous statement as 
to where tho various vessels owned by 
the Doi^Inion have heeh' built. 

We are not disposed to take an un- 
reasonable view of tho case. Much as 
we would like to see the new fishery 
cruiser built here, we are quite pre- 
pared to. admit::tUat ,tli.is of 
Itself sufficient' reason' for tK^^ gov'ern- 
rhent giving the work to a local firm. 
What we do think is that everything 
possible ought to be . done -lo enable 
local firms to compete' witli British 
firms, and that some. allowance might 
.properly be made for the greater cost 
of labor here. For the construction 
of a steel cruiser, a great deal of tho 
material would have to be imported. 
The local builders might be given 
exemption from duties on-it. The fin- 
ished vessel would - not . be dutiable, 
and we see no reason why tlie coni- 
Ijonent parts of a vessel to be owned 
by the, government ought to be duti- 
able; lf'-witli'>eKeraptloh froin duties, 
'our,^ocal buil^ers'jcould. hot. build a 
ship 'here within a reasonable advance 
upon the prige for whlch British build- 
ers could do so, and deliver the ves- 
sel here, not very much ;:ould be urged 
.against the giving of th_p contract to 
a;j®rit^h^^flr.i». ,But^,■|^iw^y consider- 
abiS mafgiri df 'difference ought to be 
allowed the local builder, because tho 
money is paid into tlie treasury by the 
public, and it ought, wheij pos.sible, 
to be paid to the puhJlc. ,^oreover, if 
the government can by any reasonable 
means promote shlphulldtn^ in any 
part of the Dominion, 1( , ought not to 
hesitate to do'so. 



IS ISLAM AWAKENING? 

. An impression seems td be- gaining 
ground in Europe that we are about 
to witness a great revival of :Moham- 
medan power. Yesterday's dlspatclioo 
told that the Sultan was to be en- 
trusted with certain authority- that has 
hitherto been exercised under the su- 
pervision of a group of Euroi)ean na- 
tions, one of -which was Germany. 
That .power has, for undisclosed rea- 
sons, seen fit to abandon the concert 
of Europe in this regard. For the 
last half century and perhaps even 
longer, We have-been accustomed to 
look upon Turkey as "the sick man," 
but its vitality Is something marvel- 
lous. The Sultan is not by any means 
a negUgtble quantity, and apparently 
would not be unwilling to try conclu- 
sions with Russia. He has an army 
composed of as good fighting men as 
are to be found in tlie world. They .-u-e 
larger tlian tlic Japanese, and liave 
as great courage. When insijired by 
religious fervor their fanaticism Is 
unbounded. Let there be a "holy war" 
proclaimed from Constantinople and it 
would bo useless to attempt to set a 
limit to what the Turkish forces might 
do. A "holy war" means to a Mo- 
hamme'dan that his'Tdeath means a 
swift and sure entrance into Paradise, 
and ho believes this, not as Chrhatians 
believe their religion, but with absolute 
conviction. Not a shadow of a doubt 
enters his mind. Tlljfre seems to be 
no reason wliy stach- a. vi^ar should be 
declared against any nation. The op- 
orations in Morocco are only local, 
and althougli they have afforded us 
'many instances of fanatic courage, 
these are not tunllke - the incidents 
which attended tiie'carnpaigns of our 
own forces in the Soudan. In India 
the Moiiammediuis are conspicuous for 
tlieir contentment under British rule. 
A low months ago several of tho 
Islamic princes of India issued pro- 
clamations to their jjooplc, enjoining 
them to avoid taking any part in 
antl-Briti.sh dcmun.strations. Tliore 
does not seem to be a cloud in the po- 
litical sky as far as Egypt and tho 
.SiHulaii.^aje:,;:;Concerned,, and Persia 
seonis' to lie q'lilet under the combined 
influence of Great Britain and Russia. 
And yet we read in European ijapers 
of an uprising of Islam, of a deter- 
mination on the part of Its leaders to 
maite the world kno-w that this faith 
is not the mere superstition of inferior 
races, but the governing force of mil- 
lions of people who are able to hold 
their own with any -others, A recent 
English paper says: "At the present 
moment there Is a great revival of 



cause of many new and -difficult prob- 
lems wherever the east and west come 
into contact. Moslcm.s throughout the 
world followed the Russo-Japanese 
war With the greatest Interest and 
they 'ai;e '; keenly alive to the problem 
of. Turkey. A writer in the Times has 
pointod-out that it Is a mistake to be- 
lieve tlie' awakening is due to a move- 
ment on the part of the Yildlz Kiosk 
(tiie.-Turklsh'govornment). It is some- 
thing deeper." Disregarding the Islands 
of the Hast Indian Archipelago, tho 
domain of Islam extends almost with- 
out a break . from the Atlantic Coast 
of Africa to the Paciric Coast- of Asia, 
its adherents in China are numerous, 
but there is a. great Mohammedan 
population /-spreading , over Russian 
Turkestan and across Southern .Si- 
beria, witli outlying, though extensive, 
colonies well within Siberia. If tlio 
Pan-Islamlo movement' is directed 
against Russia, that nation could be 
attacked all along its southern fron- 
tier, But its object i.; all a matter of 
speculation. Possibly those who have 
promoted it would find difrlculty in 
e.xplahiing to what purpose it is di- 
rected.

A brief report of the 
proceedings, cabled by the Canadian 
Associated Press, says: 

The president, Mr. F. W. Taylor, 
• who spoke eloquently, toasting "C-in- 
,yada and the Governor-General," made 
■^■'^a.n amusing reference to an encyclo- 
'pedia "recently revised and brought 
-iip-to-date" by a Cambridge profes- 
■£or, which informed the world that the 
maplQ tree produced .1 light and re- 
freshing wine much liked by the na- 
tives of Canada, and also yielded a 
syrup which when crystalized supplied 
liie Dominion with .sugar. He pro- 
ceeded to criticize the United St-atos 
in .a liumorous and sometimes sub- 
acid fashion, empha.-iizing the finan- 
cial serenity of Canada, which was 
undisturbed during the llnancial storm 
over the border. (Cheers.) If Canada 
had been to any extent unwise her 
follies were those of lusty youtli and 
were forgivable. (Applause.) 

If special cable dispatches of recent

would lower tho .ctatus and prestige 
of tlio paper, I,ast week the New 
,York World had tho following from 
rlts London correspondent: 

Serious legal difllcultios have arisen 
over the projected transfer of tlio 
London Times to a limited company 
dominated .by C. Arthur Pearson. Sev- 
eral existing shares of 'stock in the 
newspaper property are held in trust, 
und the interest.-! involved are found 
to be so complicated that the Court of 
Cliancery has been unable to deter- 
ininti tliem. To consummate the trans- 
fer a private act of parliament will 
now be necossary. This will mean 
submitting the Times affairs to the 
House of Commons, where many 
momberJ, it is predicted, will indulge 
in sharp criticism of ^tho Times poli- 
cies and attempt to block the propo.3ed 
transaction. Sir Edward Tonnant, a 
Liberal member of parliament, and a 
froe-trador, is the largest individual 
owner of the Times stock, after the 
Walter family. Ho is reported to have 
declared that ho would make every 
effort to frustrate the plan of.,handing 
tlio newspaper over • to , Pearson, a 
I'abid protectionist.

In appointing ..Dr. Arthur News- 
holmo as medical oflicer to tlie Lociil 
Government Board Mr. Lloyd-George 
has, says tlie London Globe, .^elected a 
gentlerpan who for a long time has 
been regarded as an authority on all 
matters relating to public health. He 
has written extensively on the sub- 
jects which come Avitliln that cate- 
gorj', one of 1-iis latest contributions 
being "An Inquiry into the principle 
causes of the reduction of the death- 
rate from phthisis." Both in Clapham 
and at Brigiuon he has lliled tho posi- 
tion of medical officer of liealth, and 
he has held important posts at St. 
Thomas's Hospital. 

Tlio clo-sing recently of tlio Ship 
Hotel, Greenwich, recalls the many 
famous Ministerial whitebait dinners 
held there last century. >.'owadays wo 
get our whitebait from the fishmonger 
and cook It at our leisure; but at one 
tlmo the fish wore not considered 
worth eating unless, a.^ Mr. .Timbs re- 
marked, "they were netted out of the 
river into the cooli's cauldron." In 
the early Victorian period Greenwich 
whitebait had a high place in tho 
acience of gastronomy, and when, on 
one occasion in the 'thirties, the Mln- 
iist'erial dinner took place' in Septem- 
ber; the London JCornlng Po'st lamented 
such a falling away from "refined epi- 
curism," as -whitebait .could only be 
fully appreciated in July or August. 
But Cabinet Ministers and the arls- 
tbci-dby generally really followed the 
lef d of a lower stratum of society, for 
already in the eighteenth ..century the 
whitebait had made .Greeiiwioh the 
resort, to quote a contemporary writer, 
of "a low order of epicures.'" ^ ■ 

Mr. Alexander T. Merry, of Cum- 
nock, lias an Interesting., connection 
with Robert Burns. Born in Edinburgh 
almost ninety years ago, Mr, Merry, 
when quite a lad, wont to Cumnock, 
where he was apprenticed to the mill- 
wright trade, and where lie lived with 
his grandmother, Mrs. Merry. This 
lady wa.? Annie Ilanlcine, and slio 
claimed witt-i con.siderable sl-iow ol' 
right to be the Annie who walked witli 
Burns through the "rigs 0' barley," and 
by her descendants is aUvay.i refered 
to as Burns's "Bonnie Annie." Annie 
died in 1S43. To the last she sang 
"Corn Rigs" with great spirit, and al- 
ways spolie affectionately of'tlie jioct. 

Mr. Harry Lauder has fold the 
"Amcrlc.in First-nighter" who is mak- 
ing a rounji of the English theatres, 
and writing his in-ipresslons of them 
for tho New York Herald, that Mr. Er- 
langer offered liim X 1,000 a weolv for 
a year to remain in New York. "You 
can imagine how h.-ird that was to re- 
fuse," Mr. Lauder is quoted ai saying; 
"but, no fear, I am going back again. 
Tliat money has not got away from 
me yet." 

Tlio death of B; O; Stedman, who 
was well known in this country twen- 
ty odd years ago, wlll-'be heard with 
regret by many of his old friends, says 
the Belfast "Whig, His volume "Lyrics 
and IdyllSi" published ih London In 
1879, ana long out of print, was seen 
through the press by Mr. Austin Dob- 
eon. Mr. Stedmap entered Tale at the 
age of fifteen, and took first prize for 
a poem on "Westminster .Abbey." He 
was a war correspondent in 1861-63 ; 
in 1864 -was connected with the work 
of constructing and financing the first 
Pacific Railway ; and from 1809 to 
1900 he was an active member of the 
New Yorlv Stock Exchange.- In tho 
latter year lie published liis. elaborate 
"American Antliology" of verse, under- 
taken after frequent suggestions from 
readers of his 'T'oots of America,"

Prosperous Australia 
Discussing conditions U\ Australia' 
and the progress of tho islaiul cdulm- 
ent, Rev. Mr. Dunstan sta'.ed that the 
r-?ceril financial striugen '>• uiii.'Mi nail 
apparently been so acutely fo't 
where had not been expericii'^ci in ihe 
uiiili-Mles. In his own oil." of Syd- 
n.'iy, whicli had always b-^^:'! a free 
trade centre, it had been expected thaU 
tlie protective ijolicy adopted ly <:ie 
f<;d.!ial ffoveniiiient would hnve 'ipcn 
iiiji i;ous to trade, but insteid thn i'- 
nanclal condition of the city, and in 
fact of the wliole confederation was 
remarkably good. In the large coast 
cities, what was' almost a building 
boom was in progress, and in the ru- 
ral districts niatters were greatly im- 
proved,, the government having adopt- 
ed energetic measures to attract the 
best class of immigrants and having 
done much towards settling them 011 
tho laud. Tlic natural advantages of 
many of the states were such that 
with wise legislation and an influx 
of the right class of settlers they 
could hardly do otherwise than ad- 
vance. Land settlement had been dif- 
liiailt heretofore owing to the fearful 
droughts, but steps were being taken 
in some localities ti iiit -'iilM'-e 
system of irrigation. At present 
along the south coast a se\erc (iruu;4iu 
wa.s being experieiu;ed, though the 
back country was in fine condition. 

The government appreciated the 
necessity of attracting people to the 
soil and every encouragement was 
iveii to those whtj wished t 1 rettle 
on farms though the con.r^esa in in 
the cities continued. In fact, rut ot 
;l total population of a little over five 
million pei)ple, more than a inillion 
were cont;iined in the two c'/'.'.cs of 
Sydney and Melbourne. 

Oriental Exclusion 
Rev Mr. Dunstan Is interested In 
the steps which British Columhia is 
taking to handle the problem of Ori- 
ental immigration. Discussing the 
matter, he said, Australia, being a 
strong labor centre and the gi)\crn- 
meiit being largely controlled b? the 
labor party drastic leg! •flatl.in had 
■M ^.H^6ed ."C that 1 l\x' ' .v llic 
Japanese or t^hlnc^e couil nn. cbMin 
entr-,', though in Hie n<v.-th many 
ir a'i'i.'.;e 1 to smuggle their .-.'n.v :rto 
Ih ; ci 1 1 try. The governni ut ltd* 
imiiosed an educational to,-;t which 
was acquiesed in by tiie Im|>erial par- 
liament, though had the real inten- 
tion of the framers of the measure 
been known to the Imperial authori- 
ties it was doubtful if the measure 
would have been allowed to come Into 
force. I3.V this educational test it was 
provided that the newcomer must 
know ]Curoi)ean language. When it 
came to bo enforced, however, it w.-is 
so constructed that the immigrant must 
be able to speak an.v European lan- 
guage that the ininilgratioii authori- 
ties might wish to ask him. While 
tills construction of the act was not 
used in tlie case of desirable Immi- 
grants it has been enforced in tho 
case of undesirables. Rev. Mr. Dun- 
stan Instanced a case ■where a Syrian 
applied for entr.v to the country. He 
i:ould Kjieak several European lan- 
guages but as he appeared to be an 
undesirable, he was asked to ' show 
his ability to spealv and write modern 
Greek and despite his linciulstle abll- 
Ites he W'as unable to do so, and was 
refused admission tn the Ciiiiimnn- 
wealth. This educational test tlius 
allowed the aiitliorilii\s to exclude 
practically whomsoever It was so de- 
sired to refuse entry to. A "White 
Australia" was the demand of the 
labor p;irly, and everything was being 
done to make the country so. 

Tomorrow at the Congregational 
church Rev. Mr. Dunstan will preach 
morning and evening TTis morning 
subject will be "Working Our Salv.T.- 
tion," and In the evei.ing "The Angel 
and the Ass." At tlie Y. M. C. A. in 
the aftc'rnooh he will speak on the 
subject "Prolit and I.o.as." • On Mon- 
day night "firother Feter" will be the 
sui)joc:l of tho lecture.

Lecture on Labrador 

Mrs. Leonldas Hubbard, a, Canadian 
lady, lecturing recently before the 
Uoyal Geographical Society, of .Lon- 
don, on her "Journeys Through fjono- 
ly Liabrador," said that slie started 
from tho Northwest river post -with a 
crew of four men, one being a Can- 
adian and tlio others Indians or ha.lf- 
breedfi.

Near lioro they saw the first 
Indian camp. A large crowd nasombl- 
od on the shore, llring guns. They 
were all women nnd children, Mon- 
tagnian Indians, the women being in 
a stale of terror and shouting: "Go 
away; wo are afraid of .vou; our hus- 
bands are away." One of her com- 
panions undorstooa the Iftnguago, and

E, V, Bodwell Gets His Innings 

At the End of tlie Fourtli 
I ' : Day in Coiirt\ . 



The appeal in the Chehulls ca.se 
apaln occupied the entire time of tho 
f^ll court ■ yesterday; ;f^lth;;Q Jus- 
tlco i-Iunter and jii's'tlces ' irvlng and 
Oloment on tho bench. This case ha.s 
now taken up four days and counsel 
sj:atocl yesterday that it will certain- 
ly tako Monday and Tuesday and 
part of Wednesday of next week. 
Joseph Martin, K.C. clo.'sed his case 
for the appellants yesterday afte:/- 
noon after which E. V Bodwell K.C. 
began his address in reply. 

During the latter part of Mr. Mar- 
tin's argument there was consider- 
able objection ral.Hed by tho re- 
spondents to his reading, tho finding 
of the court of investigation presided 
over b.v .ludgo Morrison and two as- 
sessors who enquired into tho causes 
of the accident and placed the blame 
on the Princess Victoria. They in- 
■sisted lliat it was not admissible as 
evidence nor as an authority, and 
that to come before tho court it must 
fall in one of tho two categories. Mr. 
Martin said that it was not tendered 
In evidence but that he was entitled 
to read It as luirt of hl.s argument 
just as he would any -other ease in 
lioint. Me did not suggest that the 
conclusions reached \\'cro in an.v wa.v 
bliuling on the court, but that If the 
court found a similar .state of facts 
to exist as those found in I ho Inves- 
tigation the cunclusioiiii of the learn- 
ed judge who presided irdglit be of 
value. The court decided that tho 
finding might be quoted in argument, 
holding that being written by Judge 
Morrison it might be used in argu- 
ment in the same way that quota- 
tions might bo made from a text 
book, or other legal work. 

Mr. Martin also argued that, and 
quoted authorities to .show that the 
opinion of the assessors in such cases 
was not binding U3on tho court, 
though such expert opinions of tho 
assessors had not been acted upon by 
tho Judge. This argument wa.s ad- 
duced on account of rcmark.s lot fall 
by the defense which were taken to 
Indicate that they intended to argue 
that, tho court could not question tho 
findings of fact come to In the courb 
below by the assessors who assisted 
the trial Judgo. . .- • ,.

trial. He comi^alnedrthat Mr, Slartln 
had stated that all ' witnesses agreed 
that the Chehalis was swinging on a 
starboard helm at the time of the ac- 
cident. Nowherov iny the evidence was 
such a statement 'to be found, and 
the assertion was merely an unjus- 
tified . preference, which' lerived its 
sole strength, from its constant Itera- 
tion by counsel. What the log said 
and what the witnesses said was that 
the ship appeared 'to be running un- 
der a starboard helm, but she v/as 
not described as' swinging. On the 
contrary, she was attempting a. 
straight diagonal course across the 
narrows. Hte said that tho protest 
signed by the ship's ofUc^rs contain- 
ed the same staterrient ■ and that 
nowhere could it be 'fairly said that 
there was any divergence in testi- 
mony. He also, took the point that 
the log and protest were not' to be 
considered to be Bimilar to the |>rel.- 
imlnary aet th a collision case as 
suggested by tbe other side. These 
preliminary acts were considered 
documents, deposited with the court 
which the depositing party looujd' 
not afterwards contradict by evi- 
dence. • ' 

Did She Change Course. 

The turning point of the cas(\ said 
Mr. Bodwell, was whether the Cheha- 
lis changed her cour.se, and he added 
that if Capt. GrilHn's story were true, 
the (,;hehalis did change her course 
contrary to the rule, and the accldcn: 
was the direct result. On this point 
lu! referred to the trial judge's judg- 
ment, in which the captain's demeanor 
as a fair and truthful witne.s.s was 
praised. If he was truthful, and the 
trial judgo had said that he was, and 
counsel Intended to argue on that as- 
sumi>tion, his .story should bo taken, 
as he was in a better position than 
anyone else to see what actually did 
occur. Also his evidence was corrob- 
orated on all material points by tho 
vastly preponderating weight of evi- 
dence. A number of the witnesses saw 
the Chehalis change her uourae, and 
the witness Lynn actually saw tho 
wheel manoeuvred' by Capt^ Howse, 
The latter by his own showing was not 
In as good a position to say what hap- 
pened as Capt. Griffini as he v^inw 
nothing of the Victoria till .the last 
moment, and also proved at. tho trial 
tb be -an- unsatisfactory witness. Tho 
witnesses for the defense tesilflod that 
the Chehalis changed her course till It 
wa.s at nearly right angles. Thero 
could be ho mistake about such an 
occurrence as that. It was either true 
or it was a He. 

Counsel here pointed out that the 
Canada .Shipping act did not follow 
tho new English enactment under 
which if a ship committed ;l breach 
of the rules it was liable to damages, 
(•whether ■.such breach contributed to 
the accident or not. Here in Canada 
the .Tlinplo fact of a '.--hlp having com- 
mitted a breach of tho rules hail no 
.■jlgnilicance in a suit for damages un- 
less that breach contributed to the ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Bodwell further contended that 
so far as the CMiehalU was concerned, 
tho jjpfrlncesa Victoria, at the time of 
thf^Fccldent, which was the' only per- 
iorr before the court, was a passing 
ship, and so entitled to pass 011 either 
side ol' her as was most convenient, 
Tho Chohall.4, however, was clearly in 
the wrong i)lace, and It was her at- 
tempt to cross from the right to the 
wrong' side of tho channel wlilch 
canned the. accident. t";:iipt. Howse 
canu? down in the slack watei-, jind 
when ho stnR'k tho tide he titiirboard- 
ort his helm to go ucro.s.s tlie Narrows, 
but at the time the Victoria entered 



tho Narrows the Chehalis occupied the 
north side of the channel.

At this,-.polrtt ' c9vinsol?ypf^ a 
paper ^compass with model boats' and 
rulersy and proceeded to place the 
VOaiiela in their relatlvis positions, ac- 
cording to his view, just before the 
Chehalis Is said to have changed its 
CQiirse. The result showed clearly the 
theory of tho defense. He placed the 
Ohelialis ten of Its own lengths (600 
Coet) to '.itarboard of tho Princess Vic- 
toria, and slightly ahead of her. She 
was a nine and half knot boat, and 
wlicn she entered the tide, which was 
running about eight knots, 'said she 
starboarded her helm four or five 
points and started to cross the chan- 
nel. Counsel then illustrated how tho 
combined action of iter engines and 
tho force of tho tide would sweep her 
across tho GOO foot Intervening, thus In 
a very sliort spaco of time bringing 
lier up against tho Victoria. He said 
tlU! impact was a very slight, glancing 
one, and that tho boat would not have 
upset nor any lives have been lost, but 
for her very low free board. As it 
was, she careened, tho water rushing 
in over tho freeboard did the rest. 

Chailonging Mr. Martin's statement 
that Capt. ariffln admitted he had mor 
inentarlly lo.st sight ..of tlie Chehalis 
whtio preoccupied wjtli the leiunoh, 
whlqh iWas, Ipdulging- ' in vagaries on 
theVpgrti sldejdf .hiSvMase^^^ .Mr. Bod- 
well Said .tli'at: on thefpsiimiptloh that 
Capfc Grifti^ .was<telUnij'jtho truth, his 
story -wias perfectly -clear. ' He, atated 
categorically In Ms 'evidence tiiat sych 
wa.s not'tM'case, and- that' he saw the 
Chehalis ohjtnge her obiirsc: He 'stated 
In his evlde'ncc that she did So while 
ho wa.s blowing tho two whistles, and 
that directly after ■ he had finished 
blowing the whistle and saw tho Che- 
halis heading for hU bows, he .-etopped 
and reversed his engines, tlie ship 
stopping in about her own lengtli. 
There was before that alteration lots 
of room between the Chehalls and tho 
launch, some two buridred and fifty 
yard.s. 

E. P. Davis, K. C, then cited tho 
Ari.stocrat ease, recently decided, to 
show that the whistle given by tho 
Princess Victoria wa.s blown, not as a 
danger '.signal, but as a notlUcation 
that tho big boat was going to pa.ss on 
tho port side, was a perfectly proper 
signal. His argument from the case 
was thtit such a signal merely meant 
lhat tlie signalling boat Intended to 
pais or. the port aide, and not that she 
was nneossarliy about to alter her 
course before doing so, or ill order to 
be able to do so.

To give this bath put the 
liquid into an eye glass In wluch it is 
possible to Immerse the. lids by open- 
ing and .jihutting them. 3. This process 
'clears the eye of any impurities or 
foreign. .matter, and is one of the most 
harmless' dnd best known applicatioiia 
for the" eyes. ' 

After this bath healing remedies 
should bo put on. Oculists differ 
greatlj' as to the efficacy of cold or 
hot applications when there is inflam- 
mation. One s(,~atters the trouble; the 
other brings it to a head. The appli- 
cation of a warm, but not hot, com- 
press 1.^ undoubtedly soothing, and 
should the lids be inflamed from ' tlie 
effect of strong light, such as sun or 
snow or high wind, it will be found 
well to bathe them gentlj-, really mop- 
ping, with warm water. Afterward 
they should be wiped with a solution 
olC witch hazel apd water, . half and 
half. If you cari tlien .stay in a dark- 
ened room for fifteen minute^} the in- 
nammation will prolmbly disappear. 

Styes are not only disfiguring, but 
painful, and may be the result of low 
condition ..of , the syateni, of eye- strain, 
or of cold. ; -Most frequently It is the 
latter. An old womaix's remedy is to 
rub the spot with grum camphor when 
the swelling begitis. Constant appli- 
cations of cold vJrater In thef'form of 
compresses will sometlmea- scatter 
such inflaininatlon. A bread and milk 
poultice, 'riiade by soaldng a bit of 
bread in milk and. placing it between 
two layers of muslin before applying 
it to the eye, is so'othlng, but can 
hardly be called a cure. Carbollzed 
vaseline rubbed over the swelling is 
excellent; camphorated vaseline is 
also good.

HERE AND THERE 

A great deal has been 'said lately 
about .Canadian loyalty. Canadian 
clubs have been formed within the last 
two' years in almost every Important 
city in Canada. The ladies have joined 
in the movement and there are AVo- 
men's Canadian Clubs in IMontreal and 
Winnipeg. Before all of thcso socle 
ties speeches have been made in praise 
of Canada's resources, t'lio fertility of 
her fields, the richness of iter mines, 
the grandeur of Iter scenery, the ex 
'. tent :o£ her forests and the value of her 
fisheries have been ' dwelt upon. Much, 
too much perhaps, has been said to 
convince Canadians that they are a 
great people. Inhabiting one of the 
finest countries in the world. 

Is all this talk about.. dlir love for 
Canada and things Cahadtari alfloere ? 
Vv'^hat sacrifices .. are most .of -us pre- 
pared to make for the i^reiad )Qt Cana\. 
dian sentiment ? There^ are other 
things vit^ to the life of a nation than 
vast .natural resources and', great Ih-'^ 
dustrles. IndeeO In many "cases where 
the patriotism has had: the deepest 
root in the hearts . of a nation the 
country itself has" been" Sieither large 
nor wealthy. Scotland' and Switzer- 
land are instances that will occur to 
most readers. It is hard to tell how 
this Intense love of country grew up 
In the hearts of the peoples " of the 
oldeh time. But with It, Whether as a 
cause or a consequence there arose 
what corresponds to the literature of 
our day. The ballad singers and story 
tellers recited and handed down to tho 
people the events and the deeds of 
their own and former time. These 
were eagerly listened to and stored In 
the memury of the hearers and thus 
deepened and widened the current of 
patriotism. The minstrel and the bal 
lad singer were welcome visitors who 
ther in cottage or in hall and no pains 
were spared to entertain and honor 
them. 

In these days the printed page has 
taken tho place of tho living voice 
and the poet, the orator and the pub- 
licist speak to us largely, through tlic 
columns of the newspaper or the mag- 
azine. It Is in the latter that the 
best thought of the country is, or 
should be, represented. The haste 
withi which the articles that appear in 
tho daily papers are written prevents 
that calm rellectlon and careful finish 
which tho writer ■for the monthly peri- 
odical has time- and opportunity. 
There are, of 'course, notable excep- 
tions and tho articles in our Canadian 
daily papers compare very favorably 
with those in the United States or 
even In Groat firitain. But it is quite 
otherwise with our monthly publica- 
tions. Indeed, a visitor would not 
guess, to look at the magazines offer- 
ed for sale in our bookstores, or read 
in our homes, that we wore Canadians, 
.so greatly, do the .\raerican- and Eng- 
lish publications outnumber those pub- 
lished in this country. 

If our loyalty to Canada is as great 
as we profess, this would not bo the 
case. AVe iiave but one iiublication 
that can in any way be said to be 
distinctly Canadian, and the support 
that is afforded it cannot bo said to be 
generous. Yet the publishers -Of the 
Canadian Mag.'izine" deserve the sup- 
port of the public. 

The February number is ,at liand 
and while in the element of notion 
there i.s much to be desired, tho sub- 
ject matter of the other articles Is 
quite up to tho standard of all but the 
best 01' the United States liublicatlons 
— and most of thom are distinctly Ca- 
nadian. The opening article by I'"rank 
Yeigh on the f^ariljoo Trail is of jie- 
culiar interest in this province, and It 
Is W(dl illustrated. The following de- 
scription of an Indian ranchcirie is a 
•specimen of the style of the writer. 

"Pure bred c.a>'uscs were tethered 
to the tie-posts nr were niounted by 
the chubby-faced boys of tlie reserve, 
while down tho road and past tho lit- 
tle church and it.s surrounding graves 
came a retinue of the eld folks, two to 
a beastio, the women llaiuiting bright 
bits of red colour against the sky 
lino of gray and blue. 

In a superheated tent, built beside 
the earth floor cabin, two bah 
swung in home-made cradle ham- 
mocks — two very sick lialics, frcll'ul 
under the choking heat and tlie tr 
blesome flies. Resentful glances met 
the inquiring strangers, until the note 
of sympathy brolce down the barriers, 
and smiles of welcome followed."

George Meredith, has always sub- 
ordinated mere story-telling, for the 
istory's or the telling's sake, to the 
study and depiction of tho develop- 
ment of character.

They. 'compel the 
reader's attention and .they; hold it as 
in a giant's graspi-^He- can .penyou the 
most delightfuUwt d'eliciously charm- 
ing Idyl of 'flrsp-'Jovo,. and- follow it 
with a tragedy as'lpoignaiit^as any of 
Shakespeare's o.VBfi3i aHefSVlU ttd;ko -you 
on the,.wllde»t, S[}gbtti<^;:^n<Svt Inta-un- 
discoyered p-egl<)«sif^aaa.f'allvB by his 
teeming ,,Imaglna|tto.hf and ."- filled ' with 
tropically 5,luxU¥iJi)nti;;growtta^^ men 
and manners,.: ot things animate and 
inanimate. He wllll-palntjiyoui the life 
of his England In' a bygones 'ige or in 
the present year of grade. !

He has the 
great gift of tragedy, and as a cre- 
ator of comedy ho is worthy to rank 
with his own belauded masters of the 
comic spirit. .\ristophane.s, Shake- 
speare I Cerv.-intes, .Moliero. One 
iiuvel, "The Adventures of Harry 
Hichmond," alone is suflicient tnprave 
him dowered above his conteniporar- 
iea with the art of narrative. — G. W.

BRITISH SUfFRAGETTES 

Canada awaits,, not without trem- 
bling, the honor, pt .a. visiutlon by the 
Suffragettes. There are two great in- 
stitutions on which, we depend for our 
oivill7,ation and .bappineiss; 'the -state 
and the family,. ;Both are just now in 
conflict with revolutionary forces, 
which in both cases perhaps have 
their source in passion as much as in 
thought, and are. consequently violent 
in their manifestations. Violent is 
surely not too strong an epithet to be 
a[)plied to tho demonstrations of the 
Suffragettes over the wa'.er. Strange 
would be the stttte of a family in 
which one of these should be wife and 
mother. The men alone make the 
laws iK'cause they alone can ujjhold 
them. The men alone declare war bo- 
cause they alone can fight. JTen, as 
a rule, regulate the family, though 
witli women as their helptnatea, be- 
cause as a rulo it is their duty to 
maintain it. Such apparently i.s tho 
ordinance of nature, which assigns at 
the same time to woman a sphere 
'gentler, but not by any means less 
momentou."!. No specific charge seems 
to liave been brought by the Suffra- 
gettes against British legislation. They 
do not. It is hoped, want greater lax- 
ity of divorce. Upon that <iu.estlon the 
children have a, claim, to be heard. 
Mothers cannot well attend parlia-' 
ment or public offices, and yet their 
practical exclusion from politics would 
bo the exclusion of the most import- 
ant part, and, generally speahlng, of 
tlie most prudent part, of the sex. It 
is to be lioped that our fair visitors 
will leave this country with the con- 
viction that the harmony of the fam- 
ily Is as dear to. the wif.e .as it is to 
the husband, and that her belief is 
not likely to bo shaken by such physi- 
cal arguments as the '..Siiffragettes 
have boon using in England. . It is but" 
just to the leaders of tlie present -agi- 
tation, who appear to be,'Iia9lchls, to 
boar in mind that if wiia the'';T6rle.':!, 
with their Primrose league, that start- 
ed tho agitation In England. Tho Rad- 
icals in taking it up are giving it a 
less decorous form. Faction spares 
nothing, not the domestic hearth ' or 
the cradle. — Bystander in the "Weekly 
Sun. • ■

Never 
got a dollar into your profession that 
you'd be a.shamed to tell anyone just 
how you got. Always be.able to bring 
your money into sight, and say; 

" 'That's clean ! " 

"Tlius, you see, you get character, 
woric and means finally > into a fine 
partnership, one that ought to last for 
life. Incidental things you might do 
!ire, keeping good companions, going 
to a .Sunday-school, trying tho Y. M. 
C. A. helps, working along with peo- 
i)le who are trylpg to- do good things 
for . themselves and. others. 

"If yoo can do these things, , When 
the time corned for ybu-to pass on, you 
will have left behind a good naihe, the 
record^ of some useful work, accom- 
plished, and that is the highest 
achievement any "human being can 
record. . , 

"Don't get the notion Into your head 
that life is ah awful mystery, and that 
liecauso we can't Icnow all about it, we 
must I'ace it glooinily. The more that 
wise and kindly people know of it, 
the brighter 'it looks to them and the 
Iiappier they become. 

"This is the point I am getting at — 
whatever your circumstances, take the 
best and brightest wa.\- of looking at 
what you have to do.

TRIED RECIPES 



Fish Balls 

Never should be made of "left 
ovci-s," 1 ut fresh materials of the best 
should enter their composition. Peel 
and soak in cold water for an hour 
future ons quart of sliced potatoes. Shred 
" as line as possible fish to the amount 
of a pint. Drain the potatoes and 
place over the' fire in an enameled 
pan. Rinse the fish twice in cold 
water, drain, and place on toii of the 
potatoes, cover to level with cold 
water, bring to tlie boiling point and 
cook until tlie potatoes are just done 
and no more. Drain, add a generous 
piece of butter, mash and run through 
a potato riccr. If the potatoes aro 
dry a little cream should be added 
before they are put through the rlcer. 
Form into small, flat cakes; dredge 
lightly -with flour and. saute in fresh, 
sweet lard or salt, pork drippings.

SEIZED SEALERS 

WILL GET DAMAGES 



Bill Passes United States Sen- 
ale To Indemnify Owners 
of Gaptured Schooners, 



The bill Cor the compensation of 
United States sealers whoso vessels 
were seized by revenue cutters belong- 
ing to tho government of their own 
country ut tho time local sailing vessels 
'were eiued, whose owners were long 
since recompensed, has been passed 
by the United States senate at '%Vash- 
ingtoii, according to advices received 
by Capt. Ed. Cantlllon, who has tho 
matter in cliarge on behalf of his fel- 
low sealers. The bill provides: 

"Tlia .iurisdiction in eriulty is hereby 
conferred upon the circuit court of the 
llnltcd States for the nin.th circuit to 
examine and deterinine the rights of 
.\mericau citi-/eiis under the award of 
the I'ai'i.s arbitration concerning t!io 
jurisdiction of Bering sea. Tliat all 
American citi/cns whoso rights are af- 
fected by said award may submit to 
tho court their claims thereunder, and 
tlie court shall , enter, judgpient there- 
on. Clainifi not submitted within two 
years from the passagO of thls'act shall 
thereafter Ije forever barred.'.' 

"It \3 a atrango thing," ^aid Captain 
Cantlllon, ''tliat' tho XXnIted«States has 
been so remiss In dealing .with, lis own 
citizens. Our claiihs'arise' out. of the 
damages accruing to ^'ur business 
through unlawful selzure-'and jreetrlc- 
tions imposed by tho ^'UI^Ued.;., States 
government, on Its - assumption that 
Bering sea was a closed; sea- under the 
exclusive Jurisdiction of vthe United 
States on one side and Bussia on the 
other.

1896, has refused even to let. us outfit 
for sealing at. all. The,, result ."is that 
this profitable industry h>s -been trans- 
ferred to Canadian ahd Japanese hands, 
tho CanadtanS'Under some'restrlctlons, 
the Japanese underj-.none; ^The Paris 
tribunal decided adversely to the con- 
tention *of the United States and this 
government was compelled to pay 
damages to the Canadian sealers seized 
under Its previous rulings. Russia also 
was compelled to pay the claims of 
the American and Canadian owners. 
The final Russian payment- to the Can- 
adlans'was made only last December. 
Thus; all. have been paid except wo 
American sealers .Had we been seal- 
ing under the Knglish flag tho United 
States would have: pdld- US. Because 
we were under the Airierlcan- flag we 
have got nothing. ' , 

"The result of the strange- position 
assumed by this government, regarding 
pelagic sealing Is made apparent in 
the dispatches from British Columbia, 
Alaska and Japan. Tho Japane,se, who 
are not bound by the Paris tribunal 
and may seal anywhere practically, last 
year had built up a fleet of thirty-four 
schooners devoted to the industry and 
conducted their operations successful- 
ly. This year It is reported they are 
to have many more. The remarkable 
scenes of last year in Bering sea will 
be repeated this year. There British 
and American war .^hips stood by to 
prevent Canadians and .\mericans 
sealing in the open water, while right 
under their noses the Japanese took 
all the seals they could get."

SALVAGE OF THE 

S TEAME R NIKOBAR 

Award of £8000 Made in Admiralty 
Court To Steamer Abergeldie 
Subject of Comment 



Concerning the recent award of 
* 8,000 salvage to the British steamer 
Abergeldie for saving the steamer 
Nikobar, which took fire 400 mile.? east 
of Aden, when bound to Vladivostok, 
Syren and Shipi)lng said: 

"The Nikobar's crew, when the 
Abergeldie arrived on tho scene, liad 
taken to their boats and were watch- 
ing the bonfire from a safe distance, 
but, according to their version of the 
matter, they had no intention of act- 
ually leaving her. They were merely 
waiting until the fire had burnt itself 
out. The Abergeldie story, on the 
other hand, was that" they had defi- 
nitely abandoned their vessel, and that 
she was, in consetiuence, a derelict. 
There yf&n also' ' conflicting evidence 
with respect to ^ dhow full of Arabs, 
which was skirmishing about in the 
vicinity. The Nikobar contingent af- 
fected to regard her as' a peao'e&ble, 
well-intentioned craft, while the Aber- 
geldie folks plainly hinted, 'that she 
was a bloodthirsty pirate". 

"Mr. Justice Bargrave Deane ap- 
peared to incline to the latter boilef. 
'The native population, who go about 
in dho-ws," he sagely remarked, 'are 
certainly to be feared,' and he then 
|)olntcd out that in the event of the 
dhow turning nasty the Abergeldie, 
with steam up, could have run her 
down at any moniont — in whicli ca.Mc, 
,of cour.-ie, 'the Arab's farewell to lil.s 
favorite dhow' would have been given 
on a scale of great coniprohenslvenesH. 
1-lowever, let us put the putative pir- 
ates aside, and return to hard facts. 
The crew of tile Nikobar were taken 
on board the Abergeldie, and a. couple 
of hour.s later the chief officer and 
five hands went on board the burning 
steamer and performed certain work 
which undoubtedly checked the pro- 
gress of the fire. At daylight next 
morning tliose men again wont aboard 
the Nikobar accompanied by the Niko- 
bar's first mate, .second engineer and 
two of hor seamen, and later on an 
attempt ut towing was made; but as 
it eventually became possible to get 
steam on the vessel this coin-so was 
abandoned, and in the end tho Niko- 
bar, still alLsht, got into Aden unas- 
sisted, tho Abergeldio accompanying 
hoi'.'' Now, , it cannot be galn.sald, in 
facoi- of :,all •thl8,''that very Important 
services were rendered by. some "of the 
Aborg<Jldie'Sijpoople;,;but'i,' wlUher, the 
Nikobar's cl'ew. If they really'" meant 
to return; to theliti'jshlp.,' could not havo; 
performed them equally -'well, , Is a 
moot point. Anyway, U;ls.*dlfflcult to: 
see how they could be -(vorth , £ ?,000, 
in view of tho fact that the total value 
of tlio Nikobur and her cargo was 
only JLino.OOO.

Scheme For Long Underwater Tunnel 
: : Beneath the Great Belt Planned 
By Engineers 



In connection -with the agitation for 
connection betwueu Vaneouvi-r island 
and the Mainland it is interesting to 
note a project, concerning v/hich news 
has been received from CopenhaBcn for 
the constrctlon of a tunnel under tho 
Groat Belt. It is estimated that this 
has some chance of being adopted by 
tho Danish government. A. OJ.rt, Dan- 
ish engineer, . is ' reBponsilile for the, 
plans on which- it is proposed to con- 
struct a tunnel conunencing at a point 
about kllomtcres cast of Korsoi- to 

a nolnt on the coast of Fum;!!, passing 
underneath the island of .Sprogo. Tho 
lutal length would bo 27 kilometres, of 
Which ^- 18 Itllomotrea. would be under 
the >.sea'.-< .The- estimated oost ls put at 
27.000.000 kronen (?7,000,000). Tho ex- 
isting train-ferry service is often handi- 
capped by bad weather, and the proposer 
states that the tunnel would prove prof- 
itable even If it cost considerably mora 
thany the . estimate above 'mentioned. Tun- 
neling could .be -sSroceoded'iwlth from both 
tho ends and from a-.^haft sunk on tho 
island of Sprogo. Boring.-.at both ends 
have given favorablo results,; but no 
borings have been taken as yet in the 
Great Belt Itself. '■ ' 



SAVED BERWIND'S' CREW 



British Steamer Lands Shipwrecked 
IVIen Saved From Abandoned 
Schooner-' in Atlantic 



A dispatch from Liverpool of yes 
terday's d-ate says tho British 'steamCr 
Mercedes do Larringa, from Qalve.=ilon 
January :i3 for Manchester, arrived 
hero today with Capt. Edward Lacey 
and the crew of the American four- 
masted schooner Edward J. Berwlhd, 
having picked them up in the Atlantic 
January 30. 

The Berwind left New Orleans .Jan- 
uary 12 for Philadelphia, and encoun- 
tered heav.v weather, in which she 
.sprung a leak. -Hor lifeboats were 
carried away,- leavjng the crew help- 
less. . ■ . ' 

The Mercedes de I^arringa hove In 
sight January 30 and made prepara- 
tions to take off the imperiled men. 
She lowered a boat and act it in close 
to tho schooner, but the seas were so 
high that the men from tho Berwind 
had to be swung Into the rescuing 
Jjoats by means of the 'schooner's 
spanker boom and tho running line. 

Tho scliooner was sighted at sea 
February 7 by Capt. Scott, of the 
.steamer jSlaraval, abandoned, witli hor 
decks awash and some of her sails 
$et. Sho was tlian, 470. miles east of 
Charleston, S. C. .

' IN SOUTHERN SEAS 



BarR Big Bonanza >peturned to Sydney 
,To Escape Fot^^dering — Casta- 
, ways On a Lone Isle 



Nev.-s was brought by the R. M. S. 
Aorangi, which arrived yesterday 
morning from Australia of '.several ma- 
rine ca.sualtles in southern waters. 
From Sydney siic carried tidings of 
the return there shortly before tho 
steamer sailed of tlic American bark 
Big Bonanza, whlcli left Newcastle 
with a cargo of coal for San Francisco 
in dire distress. 

WlK'n in the vicinity of New Cale- 
donia the Big Bonanza ran into a vio- 
lent tomijcst, and the bark was verv 
roughly handled. The wind, which 
came from the nor'ard, increased in 
force until It attained a terrific velo- 
city, and mountainous seas wore con- 
stantly awash, and fears wore enter- 
tained for the safety of tho vessel, 
Hugo green, waveif'broke on board at 
Intervals of every ifew minutes virith 
tremendous force; iand the bark be- 
came practically itnmfinageable. 

Matters roaohod-'a climax .-when it 
was discovered, 'on 'isoundlhg tho wells 
oil the 4th Inst., that the Big Bonanza 
had sprung a lealc'; 'and that the water 
was making its w^ay Into the vessel' 
at an alarming rate. All >handB were 
summoned to the pumps, arid the men 
worked night and- day to save their 
lives. The captain first tried, liul un- 
successfully, to mnke Noumoil, and 
then determined to run to Sydney. All 
the way acros.s four pumps as well as 
the windmill were constantly kept In 
operation both night and day. 

All hands doscribc lln-ir cx|i(,')-|r-iici^s 
as Ihi'. most thrilling In llioir lives. 
The lil.g Bonanza labored sevcreb' In 
the hc;i.vy Keawn,v, am:! plunged with 
toi-rlfic force into the trcnigh of the 
sea, .So .severely wa.^^ .slie strained 
that llie ijlaiiking on both sides of tlio 
stein stai'ted, and tho volumes of wat- 
er which made their way into the 
holds wore so great that officers .•uid 
sailors were iiropared I'or the .ship to 
founder. AVhen the wells were ' first 
sounded there was 3 feet of \yater in 
tile holds, but this lucreased rapidly 
until all the pumps were placed in op- 
oratloli. There were .several foot Of 
water in tlie ves.sel's hold when she 
arrived and wlien tho Aorangi sailed 
she was being discharged lo be docked 
for repa Irs.

The deck cargo, consisting of ten 
tons of copra In bass and other mer- 
chan-dise, was jettisoned, but this had 
little effect. 'Several of the crew had 
narrow escapes while casting the 
goods over, for every few minutes 
great green sca.'i descended on tho 
decks with terrific violence, carrying 
away the fittings and flooding the 
cabm.'j. To kuinch the boats in such 
a scii -was out of „,tho . question, and 
for hours all hands . were ' In ■ great 
peril. 

-Eventually In the height of tho 
tempest tho Parua was driven ashore 
near Somo Somo, off tho coast of 
Taviunl, anft was repeatedly dashed 
against the rocks with such force that 
the vessel at once' commenced to go 
to pieces. " No one on board expected 
to -safely reach'' the shore. 

Some conception of the force of the 
winds and' seas may be' formed from 
the fact that the- Parua- was -bodily 
lifted on rocks 300 feet distant from 
deep water. 

As thp huge rollers constantly swept 
the roof bumping -ithe vessel on tho 
rocky bottom great holes were rent in 
her sides, through which vast vol- 
umes of water made their way into 
the engine-room, extinguishing the 
fires. The stern was completely torn 
away, and wreckage was floating 
around the 'stranded vessel in large 
quantities. - ,r r 

When at last tho tiurrlcane' subsided 
tho ship's company managed to 
scramble ashoro by means of ropes, 
and all safely landed on the reef. An 
examination of tho vessel was made 
on the tollowinB day. The water was 
rising and falling In her holds with the 
tide, and the opinion was expressed 
that she would completely go to pieces 
in tho next gale. 

The Parua, which was valued at up- 
wards of £4,000, was thereupon- aban- 
doned to tlie underwriters, -Y -and' tnc 
crew returned to Suva. 

BORDERER FROM HERE 
. -v- ^P UTS INT O SYDNEY 

Crew Suffered From Bori'Beri -— One 
Burled at Sea-r-Thrllllng Ex-; 
perience Recalled 



The British steamer Borderer, which, 
after loading a cargo of wheat at Port- 
land, proceeded from here to South 
Africa, put into Sydney for medical 
as.slstanco, according to advices re- 
ceived by the steamer Aorangi yester- 
day inoniing. The Cliineso crew were 
attacked by beri-beri, six being af- 
flicted, in quick succession. One died 
and v.'as buried at sea. The steamer 
was ciuarantined and fumigated, and, 
after shipping some new firemen, pro- 
ceeded. 

The arrival of the Borderer with 
the Chinese suffering from beri-beri 
caused a Sydney newspaper to recall 
a stirring tale of the experiences In 
this regard of the schooner Raphael. 
The Telegraph said: 

"The last serious outbreak of tho 
dread disease on board a vessel mak- 
ing this port wa.s on the schooner 
Raphael, which arrived here from 
German New Guinea on April 12 last 
year. For nearly two months tho mas- 
ter (Captain I^llgeblad) navigated tho 
schooner practically single-handed, 
with four of his crew stricken helpless 
with berl-bcrl, and tho other three sick. 
The Raphael sot sail from Frederick 
Wilhelm's Haven on February 3, with 
everyone in good health and no sign of 
the oomliig outbreak of disease. For 
fourteen days all went well, and then 
one of tho crew suddenly sicl<ened with 
the dreaded berirberl. Of all men, it 
was tlio loading man. The captain 
stayed at the wheel till ho tired. At 
Interv.-iKs of about a week three more 
of tlie crew went down to the dis- 
ease, and, adopting their own supposed 
cure for it, 'scarified' their legs, and 
became absolutely helpless. Then the 
C'lptain contracted it, hut managed to 
slick to his post. through it all. To in- 
tensify his difficulties, adver.se winds 
baffled him for thirty days, making it 
necessary for him to be almost con- 
stantly at the ■wheelT In this fashion 
the vessel m&de 500 miles ,an average 
of less than twenty miles a day . But 
worse -was in store. In tho neighbor- 
hood of Woodland 'island two terrific 
hurricanes burst upon the little vessel, 
and the captain was Juat able, with 
tho poor help of tho three almost help- 
less natlveH, to take. In sail Irt the niclc 
of time. Tho Baphaol, ruah^d, before 
the cyclone, In cpnstarit danger either 
of foundering or of being wrecked. 
The seams ,opened and tho pumps had 
to be worked for, dear IJfe. --^t was 
only by dint of superliumah efforts 
that the 'Bthooner was kept 'afloat, 
'jhen tho little vessel was In danger' 
of being stranded'on coral reefs.' Efven- 
tiially,, however, she .weathered all 
those dangers and safely reached port."

Under the 
charter the "bwhers- were' to appoint 
and emplqy the captain, ofticers, en- 
gineers, flrem'eh "and ' cxew; and thoy 
were to effect policle^s of Insurance and 
teep 'the steamer duly protected in 
the L/iverpool and London Steamship 
Protection association and the North 
of England Indemnity association, as 
previously. No contraband of war 
was to be shipped, and the time- 
charterers were not to order the vos- 
■sel to, nor was slie to proceed to, or 
enter, any port in a state of blockade 
or where hostilities were progressing. 

The agents of the Northern Pacillc 
Steamship company at Tacoma, work- 
ing under a trairie arrangement for the 
mutual beiielit of that coniitany and 
the Great Northern Rallj-oad company, 
gave instructions to tlie latter's head 
ofliee at St. Paul tliat thoy "were not 
to engage any cargo for our steamers 
that ma.v subject them to seizure ox 
delay. We refer to arms, ammuni- 
tion, and other contraband good.-i," 
and afterwards amplified his doscrip 
tion by saying that they "would cer 
talnly refuse a^-ms, ammunition, salt 
petro and lead." But the railroad 
company's agent at New York booked 
the lead, and the steamship company's 
agent at Tacoma intimated that as 
the slilpment of the lead had been con- 
tracted for, they would take It. When 
the load came forward to Tacoma, and 
wa.s shipped on board tlie steamer, 
the customs authorities refused ti: 
grant clearance until the lead was all 
discharged, : whiijli. was,,, accordingly 
done.- The^jvfsseh i^kiled,;- and*It ^vas 
then found^t"he Customs officer in ro- 
fusing-cleajfince ' had acted without 
authority from his suporiprs, v/ho dis 
avowed' his action, pointing out that 
whilst lead might be treated as con- 
traband as between belligerents, it 
was a legitimate shipment by a pri- 
vate citizen of a non-belligerent state, 
who merely took the risk of losing his 
goods by Rapture. 

The lead lay at Taconia and as no 
■convenient ves^sel was obtainable, it 
did not . arrive in Yokahama until si.x 
"'eeks after it would otherwise have, 
by which time hostilities between 
China and Japan had ceased. The 
Japanese purchaser refused to accept 
the lead, and it was sold at a loss, 
which, with expenses, interest, and 
costs subsequently incurred, was the 
subject of the claim against the as- 
sociation. The shippers of th^ lead 
sued the railway company and lost 
their case ; they, however, appealed 
and in 1903 the United Statea circuit 
court of appeals reversed the decislin, 
thus deciding in favor of the shippers, 
the railroad company then appealed, 
and, in 1904, the supreme court of the 
United States decided against them. 
The railroad company then sought to 
recover from the Northern Pacific 
Steamship company, the time-char- 
terers of tlie Tacoma, the damages 
they had been held liable to pay. The 
charterers, relying on the clause of the 
charter, sought an order of the British 
coiu-ts entitling them to claim the 
privileges of the cover provided to tlie 
owners of the Tacoma by the North of 
England association. That action the 
directors defended with complete .suc- 
cess, judgment being given in favor of 
the association, after a three days 
day's trial, on Jan. 24, last year. 

In delivering judgment Mr. Justice 
ChaMnell .s-aVd tliat;Mi(.' ailsks Indemni- 
lied against were tlio.se of owner.s of a 
ship, iind that was what was at the 
bottom of the constitution iif the as- 
.sociation, the oljject of whicli was to 
insure shipowners against lialiilitlcs 
wiiich tlu;y were under by rca.son of 
their ownership of the :-eHScl, and by. 
rea.son of contracts which miglit be! 
made, whiidi tlirougli their ownership,! 
hound them. He did not find anything 
which indicated tliat a contract nught 
bo made eitiier directly or Indirectly 
to indemnify .-igainst other risks thaii 
the ownei's of the ship. Then arose 
the question whether charterers by a 
time charter could bo considered to 
,bo owners, within tlie meaning of tlie 
rules, and\of the interiiretatlon whicli 
he h.'id imt upon them. That was what 
seemed to him to Ijc at the bottom of 
the question, us far as tlio merits 
wero conoea-ned in the ease. As be- 
tween the present plaintiff.--, wlio were 
time clmrterers of ships belonging to 
the Crulon company, it seemed to have 
been distinctly agreed that the Gulon 
company should, for the benefit of the 
plaintiffs, continue to Insure with the 
defendant association, and-that the in- 
surance effeioted should 'be-ras to some 
of the rlsks.whlch 'naturally under tlio 
charter fall upon the plaintiffs for 
their benefit, and as for the other risks 
which would pest .vvith tho.KGulop com- 
pa ny notwlthstaridlng ith^i^tsharter — for 
the boneflt of th<j Quioh' company.

Otherwise the. liability of an 
indemnity asocl'ation would, bo ,nrac- 
tlcally unlimited. Put even granting 
that outside - contracts.; could ; be 
brought, In, the.' j^Ip,rtb?.ofiBnpland,,a^;. 
soolatibn wb^ld^be.,«en titled to ,'t^^ 
stand on the. clausei'df the time-char- 
ter.

They presented no objection to Mr. 
Corbin ' opening' hIS' coal measures but 
strenuously opp'osed " his- obtaining a 
charter over their route to the boun- 
dary. Mr. Corbin has agreed to with- 
draw his application so far as the pro- 
jected lino extended beyond his own 
coal fields and tho Southeast Kootenay 
RalUvay company have withdrawn 
their objection to his application. 

The tight in the lobby has been one 
of the keenest in recent years and re- 
sults in a distinct victory for the 
Southeast Kootenay Railway company.

VESSEL'S MASTER IS 

HACKED TO DEATH 



Trading Ketch Surprised by Solomon 
Islanders And Capt, MoKenzie 
Killed 



News of the "cuttmg out" of the trad- 
ing ketch Mlnota In the Solomon Is- 
lands and the hacking to death of Ctp- 
taln HcKensle, a trader, who was the 
only white man on board, was received 
by the steamer Aorangl yesterday 
morning from the South Seas. Of- 
ficers of the steamer Moresby, which 
had returned to Sydney from an Island 
cruise learned of the tragedy when their 
steamer was at Tulagi. Captain Mc- 
Kenzle was in charge of the Minota, 
which was recruiting labor for a plant- 
ation on the island of Guadalcanar. A 
number of bushmen came aboard, and, 
suddenly overpowering the native crew, 
bound them hand and foot, then turned 
on Captain McKenaie, hacking him to 
death in a most brutal manner. The 
murderers then looted the vessel of 
practically everything in stores, trade, 
and ammunition, leaving her at anchor 
without further damage. She was 
sailed at Slota (a mission station on 
the island of Florida) by some friendly 
natives, where Captain McKenzio ri>- 
ceived Christian burial. The \-essol 
was brought on to Tula.gi, the govern- 
ment station, and handed over to the 
resideiA commissioner.

Many 
of the Instruments were already in po- 
sition, but the finer and more Intricate 
optical adjustments remained. This 
took up much time. However, every- 
thing was .in readiness by January 2 
— the day previous to the eclipse. 

The remaining time at dispoaal was 
devoted to exercise In the use of the 
various Instruments, until everyone 
felt confident of performing the duties 
alloted, Mr. McClean and his party 
consisting of Messrs Brooks, Raymond 
and Short from Sydney, together with 
Rev. Mr, Walker and Mr. Wlnkelmann, 
of Auckland, worked under consider- 
able difficulties for some d-ays after 
arrival owing to the heavy tropical 
showers that were frequent. Every- 
thing was in readiness sometimes be- 
fore ecllp.so day. The instruments 
used by this party consisted of two 
photographic teieacopes, one grating 
spectroscope, and several small short 
focus cameras. -The' Images of the 
corona were obtained twenty-;one 
inches in diameter, resolved by clock- 
work. 

The American party in charge of Dr. 
Campbell, director of the Lick Obser- 
vatory, were as follows; Drs. Aitkin, 
Albercht, Lewi.s, Perrine; i-'rofe.^sors 
Boss, of Samona, and C. J. Merfleld, 
Sydney; also Dr. Abbot and Mr. 
Moore, The latter gentlemen wore In 
charge of" the bolometer, a very sensi- 
tive Instrument, for measuring small 
differences , of temperature. The in- 
struments of the Americans formed 
quite a unique slghtivSspeclally the' 40 
foot focus telescopea ' with Its 'huge' 
tower and canvas tude. ' The lens of 
this huge telescope i8',ab<)ut six inches' 
in diameter, and projects an Image 'of 
the sun slightly over four and a half 
inches in diameter. This Instrument 
has been successfully used at prev- 
ious eclipses. Dr. Albrecht had charge 
of this Instrument, and it was' lritend- 
ed to secure some fourteen pictures of 
the corona on plates seventeen by 
fourteen Indies, and two others 'sev- 
enteen by twenty- two. Two Vulcan 
cameras and other instruments were 
in the care of Dr. Perrine, assisted by 
Prof. Bo.s.s. These instruments have 
been previously used, tlie object being 
to -secure photographs of the sky sur- 
rounding the eclipsed sun, these being 
compared with others taken of tho 
same region some months previous. 
Any strange object would be immedi- 
ately detected, and which might turn 
out to be an Inter-Mercurial planet. 

Dr. Campbell and Dr. Lewis used 
two large spectroscopes, each having 
three quartz prlsm.s combined with the 
usual attachments, and were used to 
obtain extended spectrograms of the 
corona. Mr. Merfield had under his 
care two single quartz prism spectro- 
scopes, and one having three prisms. 
With these Instruments it was intend- 
ed to secure the so-balled flash spec- 
trum and the corona together with 
comparison of the spectra of the sky 
surrounding, the eclipsed sun. 

In due course the eventful dav ar- 
rived. The outlook for fine weather 
was anything but promising, the 'Miy 
being completely overcast during the 
early hours of the morning. As the 
day advanced several openings In the 
clouds seemed to Indicate better con- 
ditions. The first contact of the,,dlscs 
of tho sun and moon took place at 
about 9 hours 45 minutes 40 'seconds. 

Considerable interest was taken In 
watching the progress of the dark 
moon on the disc of the sun, and com- 
menting on the chances of a clear sky 
at the Important time to complete ob- 
scuration. Everyone seemed confident 
and in good spirits. As the moment 
of totality approaclied, it appeared as 
If the expedition would end in failure. 
A heavy cloud completely ob.?cured 
the sun some few minutes before the 
time and a heavy shower of rain did 
iiuicli towards unnerving the obser- 
vers. 

Just as totality was complete the 
rain ceased. The .^ky cleared, and a 
most beautiful spectacle presented it- 
self, tlie corona being very brilliant. 
Tlie beautiful streamera formed also 
a fin.? picture exteiulln.g to a. distance 
of about three diameters of the moon 
and fairly symniftrically arranged. 

AlthoutTh it is probable that tlie 
first few seconds of totality were lo.nt 
and certain dat;i. not secured, it is 
gratifying to state that the prepara- 
tions made with care and forethought 
have not as on many other occasions 
been lost, but the results obtained are 
good. 

Upon the whole the general appear- 
ance of the corona is similar to the 
eclipse of 1898 observed in India. Mr. 



McCil^,ah'';ljas?secured four good nega- 
tives; of the corona, but owing to some 
unfortunate circumstances Ih connec-: 
tion with the photographic piateSii!'.he'- 
has not obtained the spectograip's'that' 
he intended. Mf. Short of ^he Sydney 
observatory has; obtained' seven'snega-, 
tlves, but his 'success >ls ;unknown.' . The 
plates are to be doveloped-^asiisoon as 
he arrives In Sydney. Mr.iRaymond 
has secured drawings, using the' tele- 
scope's small aperture- 

The result.s of the American party 
are good, especially those secured by 
Prof. Abbot and his assistant, Mr. 
Moore, who made the bolometrlc ob- 
servations. The discussion and an- 
alysis of the data obtained on this 
occasion will not be available for 
some time, but no doubt Dr. Campbell 
win give a preliininary report very 
soon after his arrival in America.

Following Os- 
born's appointment today a messenger 
from the Attorney-General's office vis- 
ited Mr. Jerome, and secured from him 
all of the documents used in the original 
investigation, as well as the minutes of 
the 1906 grand jury and the papers con- 
cerning the ice company filed with tho 
district attorney by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral last fall. 

Later Attorney-General Jackson and 
deputy De Forest appeared by the spec- 
ial grand jury and arranged to present 
the evidence to that body next week. • 

Mr. Jackson said this would be done 
just as soon as the papers could be pre- 
pared, and he hoped it would not be 
later than Monday or Tuesday next. 

On the eve of leaving office Attorney- 
General Meyer instituted suit against 
the American company for the dissolu- 
tion of the company on the ground that 
it was a coi'poratlon operating in re- 
straint of. trade and violation of. the 
so-called tlonelly anti-trust law. The 
action has been continued recently on 
the order of the- court at the request of 
Mr. Jackson. The present Attorney-Gen- 
eral submitted similar charges to the 
district attorney and when tho latter 
failed to find evidence of criminality 
justifying further procedure, Mr. Jack- 
son brought the matter before the gov-, 
ernor ■with the result that tho attorney- 
general was invested with the responsi- 
bility of attempting prosecution

WERE SHIPMATES 
WHENSTOBM RAGED 

;Romantic^ Story of Chief Car- 
roll of Nelson And Captain 
Morrison 



Vancouver, Vah. 14. — "No, clear 
away the wreckage and man the 
pumps." Tliis message from the past, 
wu.s the greeting- yesterday of a 
.stranger as ho held out his hand to 
Capt. JM. K. iMorrlson, whoso puzzled 
expression disappeared as the memory 
oi; these words Hashed upon him and 
he shook the hand of his old shipmate, 
Peter Carroll, now chief of police of 
Nelson, who was washed overboard 
wtth hlni from a wreck In the ".Bay of 
Biscay in 1SS7. Carroll had said 
goodbye to Morrison in the incurable 
ward of a I'Yench hospital, and only 
yesterday did he discover that the 
captain was still on deck and lighting 
along with more energy than most 
men who have their full share of ana- 
tomy, and with no more thought of 
giving in than on the disastrous day 
twenty years ago when mangled and 
helpless he rallied the remnant of the 
crew of a sinking ship in the almost 
hopeless attempt to save her, after i 
the skipper in dispair had called out 
"every man save himself." 

Captain Morrison had shipped as 
lirst mate on tho ship County of Pictou 
bound with a cargo of iron from Bar- 
row on Furness to Now York, and she 
was,- Hying before a gale across the 
Bay of Biscay with Morrison lashed at 
the wheel. Young Carroll, who was a 
pay on board, was.coiuing to his assis- 
tance when a huge gre&n sea pooped 
the vessel, carried half the crev,' over- 
board, and made a clean sweep of the 
decks. The ship's wheel was snapped 
off and Chief Officer Morrison lashed 
to it was hurled Into the cabin and 
then overboard with his left leg broken 
and almost torn off, several ribs broken 
and his head injured as the ship 
broached another great wave carried 
some of the. struggling, men back on 
board, Morrison catching In the main 
rigging, wliere ho managed to hangron 
by one hand. The vessel's decks had. 
been swept clfan, boats arid biilvvarks 
being carried overboard, and tlie cap- 
tain giving up hope, called to the crew, 
"every man for himself." 

''No," shouted t'ne mutilated remnant 
of the mate hanging in shreds from the 
main rigging, "Clear away the wreck- 
age and man the pumps." The wav- 
ering crew rallied at his words and for 
eighteen hours the derelict was kept 
afloat. Then the tramp steamer City 
of London, sighting their -distress sig- 
nals, rescued the crew only live min- 
utes before the straining hull took it.s 
last plunge. Morrisoi», maimed and 
apparently mortally hurt, ' wanted to 
be left to go down with tlie ship, but 
his shipmates would not consent, and 
after five days more at sea they were 
landed at a French port and Morrison 
taken to tlie incurable ward of the 
hospital, where the authorities waited 
for hlin to die. ..■ t :i 

As- ho resolutely refused to accom- 
modate thein and started' to light with 
an attendant w'ho had ill-treated him, 
the doctors started, after forty-four 
days, to dress his wounds. 

AVhen he had recovered soniowh.at 
'ho was brought to America in a box, 
conveniently siiapod to be used as a 
coffin if necessary, but Capt. Morrison 
cheated tho coffin also, and in two 
years was out of the hospital and look- 
ing for fresh adventures. He came to 
Vancouver, whore he is one of the best 
known men on tho waterfront, and 
looks after the shipping business at 
Hoatley avenue wharf. 

Tho old negr(j cuolc who was wreck- 
ed, with him ill the County of Pictna 
discovered Captain Morri.son a few- 
years ago and loolts him up whenever 
the wind-jammer ho is cooking on 
'llnds this port. Capt. Morrison occa.s- 
ionally goes np to Hwap yarns with 
Uov. Dr. li'rascr, wlio was second mate 
on the County of Pictou tho trip be- 
fore she went <lown. Chief Carroll 
v.'ould not be satisiied till tho captain 
promised to pay him a visit of several 
weeks at his Jiome In Nelson.

Adjutant. Wakefield Speaks Of Those 
To Be Brought In By Salvation 
Army 



Vancouver, : •' Feb. - 14. Ad j utan t- 
Wakefiold, the official .of' the Salva- 
tion Army in i.oharge'iof,,iho immigra- 
tion work of' the, orpanl'^satlon in tlie 
province,..', this f, -morning stated that 
about ' 400 persons would arrive in 
British Columbia early next month, 
under Army auspices. Tho exact 
number who will bo sent is as yet 
uncertain, the adjutant-.being in com- 
munication with the Eastern ' Officials 
of the Army on this point at the pres- 
ent time. 

"The majority of these persons," 
said Adjutant Wakefield, "consist of 
men, a large number of whom an, ac- 
companied by.X. their :i&nill''8s. They 
will be located on fdfms in he Oka- 
nagan' and ICootenay districts, some 
coming as far west as Haney,- Hamr 
mbnd arid Mission: This class will 
not, hovvever, come to the coast cities, 
the Army, placljig th.em all oh farms. 
Tho numbew of applications we have 
received from farmers for the help has 
been large, and the settlement of - the 
men is now belng arranged. - This In- 
volves considerable difficulty, as the 
applicants ha-v'a' in .many oases given 
insufficient information for our guid- 
ance, and considerable correspond- 
ence Is neeossltated before tho ar- 
rangements can be closed. ■ 

'"The arrivals will also include a 
iniimber-^; of, ^ girls . for' domestic work, 
>vhb'wlir':'c6irn.Fi"(i' the coast cities.. We. 
ha'\'e a large 'number of applications 
for the services of these girls, but 
final arrangements have not yet been 
mado in all cases. Tho oxpense of 
bringing the girls to the coast, second 
class, is about .$90, and wo have asked 
the applicants to advance $50 of this 
sum, the Army assuming the balance. 
This fact has made the closing rtf 
definite engagements somewhat diffi- 
cult, but I think that the matter will 
bo satisfactorily arranged, and all the 
girls placed before (hoy arrive hero. 

As far as wage is concernod, the 
Army leaves that question to bo ar- 
ranged between the mistress and do- 
mestic after the latter's arrival, mere- 
ly making a preliminary agrooment 
as to a minimum wage and asking a 
guarantee of .service for one year."

Enoch "Wishard. known almost equ- 
ally well abroad as in America as a 
trainer of tlioroushbred horses, tallis 
entertainingly of ISuropean racing and 
the invasion of American turfmen up- 
on the foreign turf. 

"For American turfmen," said "Wis- 
hard, "racing in England is a tight 
proposition. Our class of handicap 
horses, performers of a valuation in 
this country of from $3,000 to $5,000, 
are handyracing" tools in selling races 
abroad. The noblemen of the British 
turf thfnk Ifcno' honor to win a seUing 
races, ao that fields' in such events are 
of a poor quality of horses, and a good 
American bred performer has little 
trouble to win them, but when it 
comes to the big two 'and three year 
old classes a different proposition is 
to be faced. The Amei-ican in these 
events has pitted against him the pick 
of 'the English breeding and it takes a 
sensatlquEiji performer to win. 

"Bngllsli tra.lners will go through an 
entire season picking out the best of 
their strings to race; for the one event, 
and the American owner will have 
against him a dozen or more such high 
type horses, and unles.s the American 
has an exceptionally high-class per- 
former he cannot hope to win. Any 
man undertaking to win a Derby must 
be prepared to stand an outlay of 
thousands, of dollars and have the pa- 
tience of Job. Pere Lorilland did it 
with Iroquois, but it cost him a huge 
sum, and of his experience in Engli.3h 
racing he told an intimate, friend be- 
fore ho died that it had been a big los- 
ing game. 

■"In my opinion any trainer having a 
stable of ^lorses good enough to win 
in England can make more money at 
home. I don't think we have as good 
race horses on the average as England 
but I am satisfied A mericatii horsemen 
are 'letter ^rainfirs than' their Enffllsh 
contemporaries.-"' I thiiilc at his best 
Ort "Wells could have won the, Derby, 
tliat Is' in'> goin^ yeara.:But5'I* aoubt Siis 
ability to he^t such "winners of the 
event as Ormonde and Flying' Fox. 
There are years when the fields in 
the'Derby, -like those in some big Am- 
erican races, are wealc, but at tinier 
a colt appears there that borders on 
the phenomenal, and wliy should not 
such bo the case in a country in which 
every filly or colt foaled is taslilonably 
bred"? ^ 

"Our own Miss Woodward, Firenzi, 
Beldame and Artful, like Cap and Bolls 
might have won an Englisli Oaks, but 
1 doubt if any one of these queen., of 
the American turf could have shown 
their heels to a trio of such mares as 
La Fleclie, sceptre, arid Pretty PoU.\-. 
The greatest of English race horses 
are a shade higher in typo than' ours, 
but the American turfman racing 
.abroad with his home-bred horses has 
consolation in the fact that such a 
phenomenal performor does not show 
up there every year. Thoir coining at 
intervals gives an ordinary horse a 
winning cliance in tho big races. Un- 
\'oss you arc lucky don't try tlie Eng- 
lish game."

STOCKS TAKE SPURT 
o ON ROOM TRADING 

Sudden Advance Due to Bear 
Defeat— Some Securities 
. , «.Very Strong- 



New York, I''ob. I I.— The stock market 
today was still largely a contest be- 
tween prof csslonal parties, with small 
outsid6'Partleipatioii. I'he contust was 
waged with varying fortunes and niuoli 
obstinacy hofore either party obtaiueU 
a decisive advantasc. The uumbor of 
shifts up to noon was unusual. At that 
time tho ijoura gave sigiifi ot being dis- 
comfited, and the advance In prices was 
aggressive to the taking of profits. 

Tho sentimental effect of the promi- 
nent stocks which led to the advance 
was considerable, owing to tho largo 
speculative feeling in tlio stocks and tho 
inclination of operators in other stocks 
to act in accordance with the moveniont 
of the leaders. Thus, with St. Paul, 
Union Pacific, the two Hill stocks and 
Reading moving strongly upvvards, , the 
bulla had a formidable lpflu6nC0j enlist- 
ed on their side. An Effective aid "\V'as 
broght forward In United States' Steel 
preferred when tlio railroad stocks began 
to sag. There was no specity news to 
account for tho strength that was Oe- 
volopod. The closing up of sliort ac- 
counts was an offcotlvo factor. Muoli 
discussion centred about the New York 
city bond .sale, and current expectation 
ill' a favorable outcome made a, sustain- 
ing element in thu day's spoculii,tion. 
No details of tlie average price for 
bonds were obtained up to the' time the 
stock market closed,,,bUt;,faYP.rable augu- 
ries were drawvi from-.tlie'vlarfee; bids re- 
ported as coming into ;the .city control- 
ler's office ,durlng tho day. The rlso 
during tho day on tho stock exchange 
in tlio prices of tlio older issues imll- 
cated tlKit tlio new issue would bo sus- 
tained. 

The later stock market became pro- 
nouncedly dull, in order to await Infor- 
malicn of the bond Bale. Weakness in 
the London market for copper did not 
prevent Copper industrials sharing in 
the day's rise. 

Money was uniiffeetcd by the demand 
to participate in tho New York city 
loan, continuinjr to loan at almost nom- 
inal rates, and the demand ^or. tlnie 
loans f -being ..Uslit.w, «i),'orecaats* ,of..f the 
week's currency movement pointed to a 
gain In the neighborhood of five millions, 
of whicli an important portion was 
yielded by the sub-treasury operations. 

The bid of 103.37 by a syndicate fqr 
all ,■ of the fifty year New York bonds 
^vas unheralded by any rumor, and in 
Itself insures a better ■ average price 
than that, and exceeding considerably 
the preliminary estimates by bond ex- 
perts of what the bonds would bring, 
which, ranged from 102.34 to a shade 
above 103. Tho results clearly exceeded 
expectations. Tho. spasmodic slum in 
old 4%'s at tlie last quarter on the 
stock exchange was tesihiiony to this 
fact. 

Bonds wore firm. Total sales par 
value. $1,420,000. United States bonds 
wore unchanged on call.

Fifteen Year Champion De- 
feated at Lingay Fen in 
Fast Time ^/\> , , 



The mile and a half amateur skating 
championship o£ England took place 
recently at Lingay E?en, ::near,i Cam- 
brldgo, and tho'race thlsryear ,'was rn- 
markablo, for it saw:iithO: downfall of 
Albert B.''T,ebblt,'.''Who had vheld the 
title for fifteen years. ,The race was 
skated with three turns, and arrange- 
ment which W£ts decidedly unfavorable 
to fast41ine; :'flo the figures accomplish- 
ed botli in the trial heatd and final 
were ^luch as would be considered 
miserably slow In this country. 

Tohblt's most dangerous opponent 
was F. W. Dlx, of Baunds, Northamp- 
ton, who had won thei-Klng'.a-rcup for 
the mile earlier thlsv'season. s' As Teb 
bit had not started'ifor.i.the^mUe, there 
was gfreat' curiosity to ; see '.(how Dlx 
would rate with the title-holder. Only 
two men' started In\ each heat, and Dlx 
won his by 120 yards from* G. OF.- -Mor- 
lev, of Cambridge, in 4 minutes 37 
seconds, and Tebbit accounted for his 
heat by 200 vards from H. Scarl, the 
time "being 4 minute.-? 52 seconds. 
Hudson, of Northampton, won his 
heat in 4 minutes 49 seconds, and the 
four who qualified for the llnal were 
Dlx, Tebbit, Hudson and Morley. 

Tebbit was paired ■with Morley, and 
the old champion won in 4 minutes 
40 second^. Dlx was paired with Hud- 
son, -and the former won by six yards 
111 4 minutes 87 2-5 seconds, and these 
tlguses won him the championship, 
beating Tebbit, who was third, by 2 
2-5 secondi. It was remarlcable that 
Dlx was second to Tebbit In 1905, when 
just the same margin sepainUed them. 
Hudso'n's time was 4 minutes' 38 sec- 
onds, and second place 'was awarded 
to hlih; - 

The'„ mile, and a half professional 
champlbrishlp' took place.,a dsty later 
on the same eoUJ's^ when, tt .was said 
the ice was not so good. "Three old 
champions were included in the start- 
ers — Fred Ward, of Walpole, holder of 
the title in 1900 and 1905 ; Joseph 
Bates, of Leigh, Lancashire, the win- 
ner of 1902, and Walter Housden, the 
amateur champion of 1891. The trio 
made a bold bid for success, but had 
to give way to a younger man, S. 
Greenhall, of Laudbeach, ne.ar Cam- 
bridge, who was making his first at- 
tempt for the belt. He showed the 
best form by long odds, and finally 
won, his best time being four minutes 
18 1-5 seconds. Housden was second. 
Bates tliird and Ward fourth. 

Under the auspices of the National 
Skating Association, a series of speed 
tests took place at Lingay Fen, when 
the ice was keen. F. W. Dlx, the new 
champion, made an attack on thd milo 
record with three turns. His time was 
3 minutes 12 seconds, which wipes 
away all previous marks under the 
conditions, and for which feat a gold 
medal was presented to him. C. F. 
Morley, of Cambridge, al.io tried the 
time test, and he did the mile in 3 
minutes 19 3-5 'seconds, for which he 
received a gold badge. 

After a lapse of several years, the 
Baker Cup was skated for about a 
couple of weeks ago. It i!i 220 yards, 
and was won by G. Page, of Totten- 
ham, In 22 2-5 seconds. R. 9. Bell, of 
Putney, was^' second in 25 seconds.

London, Feb. 14 — AVhat is practi- 
cally the break-up of the Furopean 
concert on the Macedonian question 
has come as a shock to the chancel- 
leries of the continent, and Kngland 
particularly, as a quiet diplomatic sea- 
son had been anticipated. The con- 
ferences of the ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople appeared to be going on 
smoothly, when a ybomb thrown into 
the camp by the announcement made 
by Baron Marslscall "Von Biebersteln, 
the German ambas.sador, that Germany 
would no longer act with the other 
powers and would insist that Turkey 
consent to their demands. As to the 
cloud between Russia and Austria- 
Hungary over the projects for railroad 
extension in Macedonia of the latter 
state, the right of Austria-Hungary to 
secure a concession lor the Novl-Ba- 
zar railroad line and the justice of Ger- 
many supporting her ally, are recogniz- 
ed in England. But it is contended 
that the present time is inopportune 
for the raising of this point. It is 
now said that the official breaking up 
of all these Itnernational understand- 
of all these international understand- 
question re-open the whole Near East- 
ern problem and doubtless start a con- 
test for railroad concessions which may 
lead to serious results and which will 
certainly enable Turkey to postpone 
the i-eforms for which the amtjassadora 
have been working. 

Russia Much 'poncerned. 
St. Petersburg Feb. ...14.— The Novoe 
Vremya's announcer^j^nt o£,' Germany's 
action at Constantinople i,as .enibbdied 
in the declaration ot'>the '<3erman am- 
bassador. Baron Marshal "Von Bieber- 
steln, that Germany intended to aban- 
don the allies and proposed instead 
adopting the Sultan's counter pro- 
posals, which are no reform at all, has 
created a sensation in diplomatic cir- 
cles and resulted in a lively interchange 
of views and inquiries in order to sub- 
stantiate the truth of the announce- 
ment. 

The Russian foreign office professed 
inability to confirm the news, but the 
portion of the aniliassador's declara- 
tion relating to the dhssociation of 
Germany in the matter of the joint note 
is generally admitted to be accurate, 
and it is realized that this portends the 
failure of all efforts to alleviate Mace- 
donia's aftiictions. 

Ttie Austrian embassy here denies 
only the second part of Baron Von 
Belbersteln's reported secret declara- 
tion with Turkey and Greece with ref- 
erence to the railroad concessions In 
Uskup and Saloniki. 

Four-Power League 
It is expected here that Russia and 
Great Britain will enter upon an 
agreement for joint action with re- 
gard to the situation in Macedonia 
and tiiat these two powers will be 
supported by France and pcrhap.3 by 
Italy. If such a coalition is made the 
reason for It undoubtedly will be the 
latest development at Constantinople, 
due to the fact that Germany intends 
to abandon the allies and adopt the 
counter jiroposals of the Sultan, which, 
according to other powers, are tanta- 
mount to no reform at all. Only by 
such a four-power league, In the eyes 
of the Russian jiress, can the neces- 
sary reforms in Macedonia be carried 
through. 

IJisiiatehes received from London 
indicate that a similar view Is gaining 
ground there. Austria-Hungary's de- 
sertion, for Individual advantages 
from Turkey, is generally accepted as 
a fact in spite of the assurance ■ from 
Vienna that the agreement with Rus- 
sia remains the basis of Austrla-Hun- 
garv's Balkan policy.

TALKS ON WILD FLOWERS 

Members of Teachers' Institute Hear 
Interesting Lecture From Mr. 
Wallace 



At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Victoria Teachers' institute, held 
yesterday afternoon in the Y. M. C. A., 
Mr, Wallace of Flevvln's nursery, and 
a prominent member of the Natural 
History club, gave an interesting ad- 
dress on "Wild Flowers of British Co- 
lumbia," before a large attendance of 
teachers and others. Mr .Wallace has 
traveled extensively throughout Brit- 
ish Columbia and is thoroughly con- 
versant with the flora of the province; 
In fact, many of the collections made 
by him have been sent to leading in- 
stitutions In the old country. 

Mr. Wallace treated his subject in a 
lucid manner. lie took his audience 
on a mental ramble through the wo9ds, 
mentioned tho various flowers to be 
found and explained the chief features 
of each. He pointed out how a variety 
of climate results In' a' variety of plant 
life. He first referred to the dry belt 
In the, interior of the province, where 
he hag made extenslye botanical Re- 
searches.. 'Of the.; leading varieties 
were the yellow ffos tooth violet, found 
In the greater part of ■ the:- province, 
as near to 'Victoria as 'Duncans. He 
urged upon Uie teachers the necessity 
of impressing upon their scholars not 
to, in plucking the blossom/pull up tho 
bulb, as this would destroy the plant. 
Other varieties touched upon were 'the 
white dog tooth violet; lady's slipper, 
tho latter found from California as far 
north as Alaska, not growing in the 
earth, but In the pine needles and 
moss; the rattlesnake plant; the hya- 
cinthe, found north of Duncans; the 
white moccasin flower; the wild tiger 
lily, a native of British Columbia, and 
the iris, of which he stated there was 
no real species in this province. Mr. 
Wallace de.scribed the flowers to be 
found on tho golf links, amnog them 
being the blue larkspur, .shooting star, 
columbine, painters' brush and others, 
and described tho general habitat and 
uses of many other varieties found in 
tho various sections of the province. 
Mr. Wallace's address was loudly ap- 
pliiudcd at tho conclusion, and a. lieartv 
vote of thanks was tendered him. 

Regret was expressed that Miss 
Lawson, who had intended to road a 
paper on -"Old Masters in Painting,'' 



had found it impossible to do so. Miss 
E. G. Lawson gave a comic reading, 
"The Cremation of Sam McGee." talcen 
from the "Songs of the' Sour bough."

is understood that' the Lawson, which 
was 'SO large saa; to 'be obliged to com- 
pete with - . steam traffic, was not a 
profitable Investment, but' it is much 
too soon to predict that sail power is 
destined to disappear. It has barely 
held Its own while steam shipping h.as 
multiplied many fold, but- there are a 
few* ' fields where the big .schooner 
seems to show a slightly ^ superior 
economy. Moreover, it is to be re- 
membered that fuel is not lllvely ever 
to be so cheap again. The early days 
of steam navigaiion have luckily hap 
pencd to coincide with the world's 
carbon , bonanza. Geologists ■ are al 
ready sfcttlng a limit -to. the icoal .'sup 
ply, and some -estimate -that'it- will last 



only aboit 150 years. Whatever the ' : 
time may be, coal will certainly «row 
dearer as It grows scarcer and hfcs ;to 
be soaght further underground, and 
sail power may again have the advan- 
tage for sjow freighting.
